Section I.— EXECUTIVE GOVERNMENT. 

TowAKDS the close of the year under review^ His Excellency Sir 
William Thomas Denison, K.O.B,, whose tenure of office had expired, 
was succeeded as Governor by the Right Honorable Lord Napier, k,t., 
who arrived on the 27th March 1866. 

2. On the 25th May 1865, His Excellency Sir John Gaspard 
LeMarchant, K.C.B., G.aM.G., arrived, and assumed the command of 
the Madras Army in succession to Sir Hope Grant, G.C.B., who 
embarked for England on the 3rd June following. 



Section II.— LEGISLATIVE. 

3» The only chanafes in the constitution of the Council for mak- Additional 
ing Laws and R^ulations were those caused by the appointment of 
Mr. Alexander Forrester Brown, and Mr. John Dawson Mayne, who 
took their seats, as additional Members, on the 2nd December 1865> and 
loth March 1866, respectively; The Honorable Messrs. Charles Pelly, 
Robert Orr Campbell, Gajala Lutchmenarasu Chetti, Garu, CJ3.L, and Sir 
Sharaf-til-oinrah, Bahadur, K.C.S.L, were re-appointed as additional 
Members. 

4. I. Act No. VI of 1865, or an Act " to enable the Governor Acts passed by 
*^in Council to direct and prescribe what official seals Collectors, * * **^ 
/* Magistrates, and other Public Officers shall have and use," received 
-the assent of the-GovQrnor General, and came into operation on the 
19th of August 1865. This Act repeals Section X, Regulation II of 
1803, and enables the Government to deal with the matter of official 
45eals, as they may, from time to time, deem necessary^ 
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ACTS II- Act No. VII of 1865, being an Act " to enable the Government 

PASSED. <t to levy a separate cess foi* the use of water supplied for irrigation 
*' purposes in certain cases," received the assent of the Governor General, 
and cam6 into operation on the ?th September 1865. This Act 
empowers the Government to levy a cess, in addition to, and distinct 
from, the land assessment, on account of water supplied from sources 
of irrigation constructed or kept up at the charge of the State. 

III. Act No. VIII of 1865, or an Act "to consolidate and 
*' improve the Laws which define the process to be taken for the recovery 
"of rent," received the assent of the Governor General on the 19th 
September 1865, and came into operation on the 1st of January 1866* 
Tl>is is a veiy important Act, and occupied the consideration of 
the t^gislature for mofe than two yearia. It empowers land-holders 
to collect arrears due to them, whether those arrears consist of the 
land tax which Zemindars and Inamdars collect, as authorized re- 
presentatives of the Government, or of rent which proprietors have 
€t right to levy from the tenants to whom they let their lands. 

The necessity for legislation on this important subject had been 
long experienced in the Madras Presidency, owing to the doubts exist- 
ing as to the construction to be placed on Kegulations XXVII and 
XXVIII of 1802, II of 1806, and IV and V of 1822: and this need 
was latterly felt more strongly owing to a decision of the High Court, 
which reversed a previous decision of the Sudder Court, and unsettled 
the vexed question of the mutual rights of landlord and tenant. 
Besides codifying the old law, this Aet simplifies the procedure to 
be followed in recovering aire^ars of rent, and gives the use of summary 
process, under certain restrictions, to all landlords, thus abolishitig $, 
somewhat anomalous providLon of the old law, which restricted this 
privilege to those who paid revenue direct to Government. 

IV. Act No, IX of 1865, or an Act " to amend the law relating 
" f'to the uppointment of Municipal Commissioners for the Town of 

'' Madras, and the management of its Municipal affairs, and to make 
" better provisicm for the Police, conswvancy, and improvement of 
*' the said town, and to enable the said Commissioners to levy taxes, 
" tolls, and rates therein/' received the assent of the Governor G^ieral 
on the 3rd October 1865, and came into operation on the 1st Novem- 
ber 1865. . 

V. Act No. X of 1865, or an Act " to provide for the appoint- 
II ment of Municipal Commissioners in towns in the Presidency of 
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" Fort St. George, and for the Police, conservancy, and improvement acts 
" thereof, and for the levying of rates, tolls, and taxes therein," received i*assed. 
the assent of the Governor General on the 14th October 1865, 
Measures are being adopted to bring this Act into early operation in 
the larger towns. 

YI. Act No. I of 1866, or an Act " to repeal Madras Act No. I V 
''of 1865, and to make provision for the administration of Military 
"Cantonments in the Presidency of Fort St. George," received the 
assent of the Governor General on the Slst January J86j6. This Act 
comes into operation only in such Military Cantonments, and from 
such dates as the Governor in Council may direct. It has been 
extended to Bellary, Cannanore, Trichii^opoly, Saint Thomas' Mounts 
and Wellington. 

VII. Act No. II of 1866, or an Act " for the prevention of tho 
"spread of disease among cattl<B in the Madras Presidency,'' received 
the assent of the Governor General on the 17th April 1866. 

This Act was passed on the urgent representation of the Revenue 
authorities, and of Veterinary Surgeon Thacker, who was deputed by 
Governm^it to investigate the causes of the murrain prevalent among 
cattle, and to suggest the appropriate remedies. The he^vy losses 
inflicted upon the country, and the extraordinary apathy and care- 
lessness of tiba agricultural community in the matter of contagion, 
necessitated legislative action. 

VIII. Act No. Ill of 1866, being an Act « f<Mr the levy <rf a 
" District Road Cess," received the assent of the Governor General on 
the 17th April 1866. 

The object of this enactment is to enable Government to raise- 
funds for the construction and repair <rf minor roads, by local taxes 
imposed upon the^ owners and occupants / of lands in the vicinity^ 
This measure was considered necessary, since the increasing demands 
on the general revenues, render it improbable that the Government 
will ever be in a position to do more than complete and maintain the 
chief lines of communications. 

5, A Bill, the object of which is to* amend the few relating to the BiU passedi 
custody of prisoners within the local limits of the original jurisdiction sentedto, * *** 
ef Her Majesty's High Court of Judicature at Madras, has passed the 
Council, and now awaits the assent of the Governor GeneraL

Section III— JUDICIAL. 



GENEBAL. 

Whipping Act. 6, The power of awarding corporal punishment for certain 
oflTences was restored to the Criminal Courts by Act TI of r864. During 
the year under review the Act has worked satisfactorily. The power 
given by it has been more freely exercised than in the year immediately 
following its enactment. The Subordinate Magistrates of the second 
class, in particular, have been more ready to recommend whipping, 
where it appeared a suitable punishment. The Act does not permit 
them to sentence to whipping, unless specially empowered by Govern- 
ment, and it is probable that for some time many of them were not 
aware that it was competent to them to refer their proceedings to 
their superiors, with a view to a sentence of whipping being passed. 

JuryBystem, 7, The Jury system has been intooduoed into seven Districts 

only, viz., Chittoor, Cuddapah, Bajahmundry, Tanjore, Tranquebar^ 
Cuddalore, and the Yizagapatam Agency. On the whole, it appears to 
have worked favorably, but the measure of success attained is chiefly 
attributable to the careful selection made of offences to which it should 
be applicable. These are, theft (Penal Code, Sections ^79, 880, and 
382), robbery (Sections 392—5, 397—402), house-breaking (Sections 
451 — 9), receiving or concealing stolen property (Sections 411, 412, 414^ 
461)* The Jury system has now been in operation for four years, but 
it is not proposed to extend it to other Districts at present. 

Under Section 329 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, Jurors and 
Assessors are to be selected from among persons residing within ten 
miles of the Court, but power is reserved to Government to extend the 
distance, if they think fit. In the Chittoor Zillah it has been increased 
to fifteen miles, in Tranquebar to twenty-five miles, owing in both 
cases to the small number of qualified persons to be found within 
the original distance^

completed, and the Principal Sudder Ameen was then moved to Chittoor, ^^^^ 
where the arrears of the Civil Court will give him full occupation till 
April or May 1866. To relieve the Civil Judge of Cuddalore, the Judge 
of the Court of Small Causes at that station has been invested with the 
powers of a Principal Sudder Ameen. 

10. The Judge of the Court of Small Causes at Masulipatam has Alterations » 

, _ ^ ^ Jaiisdictiont, 

Exercised the powers of a Magistrate within the town of Masulipatam, 
since the Court was first established in 1863. In the year under 
I'eview his Magisterial jurisdiction was extended over the revenue 
Taluk of Masulipatam and two adjacent Taluks, 

On the passing of (Madras) Act IV of 1863, the Principal Suddet 
Ameen of Salem was invested with special jurisdiction throughout the 
Salem ZiUah. This, in effect, gave him exclusive jurisdiction over all 
suits of the nature of Small Causes, for sums between fifty and 500 
Rupees. To remedy the inconvenience which this entailed on the 
inhabitants of distant parts of the Zillah, the special jurisdiction has 
been limited to the town and revenue Taluk of Salem. 

On the passing of the same Act (IV of 1863) the Judge of the 
Small Cause Court of Negapatam was vested with exclusive i^pecial juris- 
diction. He had also been vested with the powers of a Principal Sudder 
Ameen. The work thus devolving upon him was found to be more 
tiian he could properly perform, and as there appeared to be no reason 
why the District Moonsiff of Negapatam should not have the jurisdic- 
tion possessed by all other District Moonsiffs over Small Causes of a 
value not exceeding fifty Rupees, the Judge of the Small Cause Court 
has been divested of his exclusive jurisdiction* 

11. Three District Moonsiffs' Courts were abolished during the Abolition of 
year ; two in the Tanjore, the third in the Madura Zillah. They were ^^'moousI^*^ 
all Courts which had been temporarily established to assist _in clearing ^^ 

the files of the regular District Moonsiffs' Courts, and had accomplished 
the purpose for which tiiey were opened.

The number of registrations gradually increased from 
the commencement of the year under review until August; there was 
a marked increase in the number of instruments registered during the 
months of November and December, in consequence of the expiration, 
on the 1st January, of the time allowed for registration of such docu- 
ments.

25. No case has occurred of a registered instrument being declared, invalid instou 
by the Civil Couits, invalid or forged. 

26. The table of fees originally sanctioned having been found Fees, 
inadequate to provide a reasonable amount of remuneration for the 
Registering Officers, or to meet the expenses incurred by Government, 

an amended table was sanctioned, and came into force on the 1st 
August. Some of the new charges for which provision was made in 
this amended table have been already noticed. The only other 
changes of importance were doubling the fee for registering instruments 
not exceeding Rupee§ 100, 500, and 1,000 in value, which, under the 
old table, was four Anna^, eight Annas, and one Rupee respectively, and 
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REGISTRA- increasing the* fee for instruments between Rupees 1,000 a,nd Rupees 
TiONOFAS-2 500 in value, from two to three Rupees. These changes have 
SURAN . ^^^^ ^tt^iaded with some success. As, however> the collections were still 
insufficient to render the department self-supporting, certain mpdifica- 
tions in the rules were under consideration, but further changes were 
rendered necessary by the passing of the Indian Registration Act, and 
the amended table of the 15th August remained in force until the end 
of the official year. 

Commission 27. The commission realized by the Registrars of Districts in the 
t^ OffiwSf" Provintjeshas averaged Rupees 133-10-0 pet mensem, ranging between 
Rupees 30-9-9 the lowest, and Rupees 309-12-10 the highest, monthly 
average. This commission was drawn up to the 1st April 1866 at the 
rate of twenty-five per cent, on the amount collected in each District. 
In March, Government decided that Registrars, when holding the office 
in conjunction with another appointment, should receive twenty-five 
per cent, on the fees up to Rupees 600, and ten per cent, on any sum 
above that amount.

JUSTICE, or forty-three per cent., were decided on the merits in jEavor of plain- 
posafof snit»r tiflEs,and 11,516, orthirteen per cent., in favor of defendants; 10,417 were 
dismissed for defEiult; 26,203 were adjusted or withdrawn; and 2,661 
were disposed of in other ways. Of the Small Causes disposed of by 
District Moonsiffs, fee, under Act IV of 1863 (Madras), 36,757, or fifty-three 
per cent, were decreed on the merits for plaintiffs, and 8,851, or thirteen 
per cent., for defendants; 3,463 were dismissed for default; 18,623 
were adjusted or withdrawn ; and 1,863 were otherwise disposed of. 
Of those disposed of by Courts of Small Causes, under Act XLII of 
1860, 6,158, or sixty per cent., were decreed on the merits for plaintiffi, 
and 937, or nine per cent., for defendants; 512 were diMniased for default; 
and 2,586 were adjusted or withdrawn. And of those disposed of 
by the Cantonment Small Cause Courts 173, or fifty-one per cent,, were 
decreed on the merits for plaintiiBfe, and ten, or three per cent., for defen- 
dants ; fourteen were dismissed for defitult ; thirty-six were adjusted 
or withdrawn ; and one was disposed of in some other way.

34. In the course of the year 15,274 appeals came before the>PP«aK&c.,m 

"Lower Courts. 

Courts subordinate to the High Court, inclusive of those pending at 
the close of 1864, Of these 8,711 were disposed of as shewn below, 
leaving 6,568, of the value of Rupees 15,08,287, undetermined at the 
dose of the year.' 1,766, or twenty per cent, were decreed on the 
merits in favor of appellants, and 2,974, or thirty-four per cent., for 
respondents; 181 were remanded to the Lower Courts ; 282 dismissed 
for default ; 219 adjusted or withdrawn ; and 3,289 were disposed 
of in other ways. The average duration of appeals was eleven 
months and seven days before the Civil Judges, ten months and two 
days before the Principal Sudder Ameens. And eleven months and 
twenty-nine days before the Judges of Small Cause Courts vested with 
the powers of a Principal Sudder Ameen. In addition to the Original 
and Appeal Suits shewn above, 93,318 applications for execution of 
decrees, and 155,568 petitions of a miscellaneous character, were 
disposed of by the Lower Courts, leaving a balance of 13,644 of the 
former, and 3,526 of the latter. 

35. On the Original Side of the High Court, besides ninety-eight coBrt*'o^r!S 
suits that were pending on the 31st December 1864, 358 were insti- "de- 
tuted. Of these 162 were disposed of on merits at the settlement of 

issues, and eighty-four on final disposal ; twenty-eight were dismissed 
for default ; nine were withdrawn with leave to bring fresh suits, and 
seventy-three absolutely. Twenty-two petitions for leave to sue "in 
formH. pauperis" were also disposed of, and in addition, fourteen 
suits and plea side actions, remaining from the late Supreme Court 
were heard and determined. Thus on the 31st December 1865 there 
were 100 suits pending under, the Procedure Code, besides Ecclesias- 
tical Buits and Interlocutory orders. 

36. Before the High Court, in its Appellate Jurisdiction, there ^pp«ii*^« •^•• 
were pending, at the close of 1864, forty-eight Regular and 156 Special 
appeals, to which eighty ^seven Regular and 661 Special appeals were 

added in 1865, making a total of 135 Regular and 817 Special appeals 
pending and instituted.

European Va. 49* Tha Subject of European vagrancy forces itself prominently 

grancy. forward ; the Commissioner of Police remarks that it " is an evil, which 

although not so fully developed here as in Calcutta and Bombay, stiU 

exhibits a tendency to increase. Europeans are largely employed on 

Plantations, Railway, and Irrigation or other works, ^ They are dis- 
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charged for drunkenness or other causes, and forthwith become mere POLICE. 
loafers, without any possible means of livelihood. The ranks arfe 
swelled by discharged or run-away seamen of indifferent character, 
and importations from Australia, who come over with horses and 
remain here to '^ better themselves," which they seldom succeed in 
doing. There is no mere manual labor to be found for Europeans in 
India. Without money or employment, they are driyen to beg, and 
this begging too frequently assumes the form of threat when they 
visit houses which they find to be tenanted by ladies only. The con- 
duet and^ appearance of these disreputable tramps cast discredit on the 
ruling race. Sooner or later the matter will call for Legislative^ 
action." 

50. Towards the close of the year outbreaks occurred in the Outbreaks in 
Hill Tracts of Vizagapatam and Ganjam, In the first district the orvi^patem 
Sowrahs, a savage and truculent race, inhabiting the Hill tracts and and strengtC 
the north, of Jeypore, attacked a party of Police headed by the i^^thow Tract? 
District Superintendent, who had gone into the Hill Tracts to esta- 
blish a Police Station, and forced it to retire. A stronger force 
was shortly afterwards moved up, and a Station established in a 
central spot. In Ganjam the rising, which originated in the Kuttaya 
eountry, an outlying tract to the west of the Chinna Kimedy Malayahs, 
was more serious, and assumed the form of an extended insurrection, 
which beginning on the 13th November 1865, and involving no less 
than 380 villages, was not fully quelled until the 5th of the following 
January, and that not without considerable loss of life. A subseqment 
rising, which occurred at the end of January, in another part of the 
Ganjam Hills, was promptly and effectually suppressed by the Police 
under the personal direction of the Agent, Mr. Gordon Forbes. With, 
the view of preventing a recurrence of these murderous outbreaks in 
the Ganjam Hills, and in order that they may be dealt with promptly 
when they do occur, it has been arranged that the Assistant Agent 
Jind Assistant Superintendent of Police shall reside in the Hill tracts 
during a considerable part of every year. The Police force has also 
been considerably strengthened* In the Jeypore and Golcondah Hill 
country, fifteen new stations have been taken up, and the country ia 
now fairly occupied. No extension has taken place in other parts. 
The constitution of the Force has remained unaltered ; and the sfate of the 
principles laid down are being persistently worked out with success. ^^^ 
There has been, on the whole, a steady improvement in every respect 
throughout all the grades of the Force,

previous years. All subordinate grades are improving in the know- 
ledge and efficient performance of their duties. In respect to internal 

. economy the stability of the Force has improved, the annual casual- 
ties having fallen from twenty-one per cent, in 1863 to sixteen per 
cent, in 1865. No increase took place in the number of Policemen who 
were tried for offences, and the number of punishments and dismissals 
declined consideraWy, The proportion of men in the Force who are 
able to read and write has risen from thirty-six per cent, in 1863, to 
58-9 per cent. ; and the number who pass the tests of their rank is 
steadily increasing. Miscellaneous duties are, on the whole, fairly 
performed. An accurate knowledge of the criminal classes is 
being acquired by the Police. As respects crime, it appears that during 
a year of great pressure, crime was repressed, and detection improved. 
A further increase of the numbers of offenders incarcerated in Jails, 
evinces greater success in bringing offenders to justice. A considerable 
decrease of crime, under all important heads, occurred during the year 
under review as compared with the preceding year. Under offences 

' against the persons, this decrease was nineteen per cent. ; under rob- 
bery twenty-two per cent. ; under dacoity thirty per cent. A farther 
decrease of thirty-five per cent, occurred in torch-light gang-robbery 
and in house-breaking of 5*6 per cent. On the other hand, the 
per-centage of detection improved. In fifty per cent, of all impor- 
tant^ffences, detection was successful, and offenders punished ; against 
41*6 per cent, in 1864}. And 70'1 per cent, of all persons arrested and 
proceeded against, were convicted. In 47*1 per cent, of all murders, 

' offenders were brought to justice. In twenty per cent, of all robberies> 
25-8 per cent, of all dacoities (44*9 per cent, of all torch -light dacoities), 
and 16'3 per cent, of all burglaries, offenders were convicted. These 
results, while they are not all that must be aimed at, evince a steady 
improvement, and, in some respects, bear comparison with the statistics 
of crime, and the result of the Police work in England. 

52. The service becomes gradually more stable and popular. The 

distribution of savings on the Budget 
grant as batta, gave a small increase 
of pay to the lower grades which was 
much needed ; and the prospect of pen- 
sion is telling. Recruits are more easily

becomes ar real punishment, and men resign and desert less readily. 
The casualties of the year involved 3,741 men, or 13-8 per cent, of the 
Force, against eighteen per cent, in 1864-65, and twenty-one per cent, 
in 1862-63. Dismissals averaged 68 per cent, during the year under 
review, against 82 per cent, in 1864, and a still higher proportion 
in previous years. Six per cent, of the casualties of the year oc- 
curred through resignation and desertion ; against 7*4 per cent, in 
1864-65, and 87 per cent, in 1863-64. The numbet of deaths which 
occurred during the year was 408, or 13 per cent, of the strength, 
against 363 in 1864-65, and 375 in 1863-64, respectively. Police work 
is trying to the health of all ranks. Ten European Officers, or one in Health, 
five, proceeded to Europe on sick furlough during the year ; four 
were from the Districts of Ganjam and Vizagapatam, where the disturb- 
ances in the hills taxed the Force to the utmost.

to -attend Courts by criminal processes continues. In 1863, 465,075 per- 
sons, and in 1864, 417,459 persons respectively were arrested or sum- 
moned. The decrease has been 289 per cent, in three years. In grave 
cases, one in 315 of the population appeared before a Court in 1865; 
whereas one in 276 was compelled to attend in 1864. ^he most marked 
change, however, appears under the head of minor cases, In 1863, the 
Returns shewed 381,845 persons brought up by warrant and summons 
in minor cases ; in 1864, 330,023 ; during the year under review, 253,754 
persons only were compelled to attend the Courts, showing a decrease 
of about one-third within three years. In 1863, one in every sixty- 
one of the population was compelled to appear; in 1864, one in seventy- 
three ; in 1 865, one in ninety-five. 

60. The average daily number of convicts 
guarded by Police in all Jails during 1865-66 
-was 8,141. Twelve hundred and two Consta- 
bles of all grades were employed at a cost of 
Rupees 1,36,848. The same steadily progres- 
sive increase in the number of prisoners in Jails 
which has obtained for some years, was main- 
tained, giving an increase of 25 per cent, in six 
years.

in any respect fit places for 
custody ; sixty were re-captured. 342 escaped from Police lock- 
ups or from Police custody while in transit, of whom 219 were 
re-captured. The number of escapes from Police lock-ups is caused 
in many cases by the insecurity of these places of temporary confine- 
ment. Eighty Police OflScers were convicted of culpable negligence in 
regard to a portion of these escapes.

The returns comprise 
only thieves and depredators who are known to be actually practis- 
ing on the public, but not persons who, although they may have been 
convicted as ofienders, are not suspected of continuing dishonest 
practices. 1 0,972 known thieves and depredators, male and female, 
are returned by the Police ; or including known receivers, in all 
13,047 persons. To these must be added 24,209 suspected persons, 
16,550 wandering gangs, and 7,659 believed to be engaged in crime- 
In all 37,256 persons are noted by the Police who, from their habits, 
must be set down as belonging to the criminal classes. The proportion 
of the criminal classes at large, thus returned by the Police to the 
population is one to 655, In England the proportion of criminal classes 
(deducting prostitutes) to population is one to 226 (1864), and in 
Ireland (making the same deduction) one in 327 (1863). Comparing 
the number of criminals already convicted and confined in prison, with 
those still at large and known to the Police, the proportion in England* 
is 24-4 to 100 at large (1864), in Ireland 237: in the Madras 
Presidency the proportion of sentenced convicts to depredators at 
large is about 21 to 100. The prostitutes of India are not returned 
as belonging to criminal clalsses, as are all low prostitutes in England^ 
These women are, however, observed, and their numbers registered in 
Cantonments where there are European Soldiers. There were 762 
such prostitutes in Cantonments at the end of 1865, One thousand 
and fifteen notorious and open gambling houses are returned. The 
unchecked gambling which prevails in almost every town of the 
Presidency is a paost serious evil.

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05. Tfce year 1865 was another year of the series of bad seasons, 
during ip^hich the pressure of dire want has been increasingly felt by 
the poor. The commonest necessaries of life commanded extravagant 
prices throughout the year. Yet crime was successfully repressed, and 
a marked decrease occurred under every important head of offence- 
The per-centage of cases in which offenders were brought to justice 
ran up considerably ; and the proportion of convictions to arrests, 
and of convictions to offences committed, improved. 

66. A further increase in the number of accidental deaths report- 
ed is indicative of improved intel- 
ligence and observation, 7,086 
lost their lives accidentally, viz., 
4,056 males, and 3,030 females, 
against 6,321 in 1864. 4,967 were 
drowned, 2,119 lost their lives by 

other accidents. In India the loss of human life from accidental 
causes is not excessive, as compared with England and Wales. In 
Madras, on the average, one in every 3,635 of the inhabitants is 
killed by accident every year ; in England the proportion, on an 
average of six years (9,485), is one in every 2,115. 

67. One thousand two hundred and forty-two persons (482 
males and 760 females) committed suicide. Men 
resort to drowning and hanging in equal num- 
bers. Six out of seven women who destroy them- 
selves prefer the water. The average number 
of suicides for five years (1,145) was exceeded in 

1865 — ^the increase may be attributed in part perhaps, to better obser- 
vation, but chiefly to increased destitution. Several women are report- 
ed to have jumped into wells, taking with them one or more of their 
children. The yearly average proportion to the population of per- 
sons who commit suicide is nearly one in every 20,000. In England 
and Wales the proportion of suicides to population, on an average of 
six years (1,319), is one in 15,200. Some suicides no doubt pass un- 
challenged in India, and there really exists a near analogy in respect 
to self-murder between the two populations, except that twice as many 
males destroy themselves as females in England, while the reverse is 
the condition of India. 581 attempts were made to commit suicide in 
England and Wales in 1862 — in Madras 202 attempts were reported in 
1865, In respect to murder too the same analogy holds good. In Madras, 
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on an average of five years, it is found that one in 97,680 of the population POLICE. 
falls by the hand of an assassin ; in England and Wales, one in 91,210. 



68. The destruction of human life and dwellings by fires during 

the year largely exceeded that of the 
previous years — 7,150 fires occurred, 
116 persons were burnt to death, and 
33,276 dwellings of all kinds were con- 
sumed, involving a loss of above six and 
a half lakhs of Rupees worth of property. In 1864, 6,401 fires occurred, 
and caused the loss of ninety-six lives-, 27,410 dwellings, and property to 
the value of eight and a half lakhs. By far the greater number of fires 
are accidental, but mystery hangs over the origin of many, which, 
though not proved to be, are no doubt the work of incendi$.ries.

69. The daily average number of prisoners in confinement during Number in Jaiii, 
the year, was 8,150, and the number in Jail on tbe 31st December 1865 

was 9,437. 

70. There were 1,055 deaths, being at the rate of 12944 per cent. Deatbs, 

71. The greatest mortality has been in the undermentioned Jails, Mortality in 
viz., Calicut, Kajahmundry,^Cochin, Nellore, Tellicherry, Madura, Gun- 

tporj Vizagapatam, Mangalore, Berhampore, Palghat, Tinnevelly, and 
Salem, 

72. The Jail at Calicut has always been unhealthy, and was much OaUcnt; 
crowded during the past year. In the month of March last, it was 
relieved by the transfer of 12S prisoners, which reduced the number of 
inmates to about 200, being sixty less than the Jail can accommodate at 

the regulated allowance of cubical space to each individual. The effects 
of this measure have been beneficial, as against nineteen deaths in 
February and thirteen in March, there were only two in April, two in 
May, and two in June ; but the building is unsuitable for its present 
purpose, and has been condemned. Out of the large number of casual- 
ties, viz., 195, forty-eight died of cholera, which broke out in the middle 
of June, and terminated on the 8th July ; eighty-three in all were 
attacked, of whom thirty-five recovered, being a somewhat larger pro- 
portion than usual. Thirty-eight died of dysenteiy and diarrhcea, 
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.JAILS. twenty-five of atrophy, twenty-four of anasarca, seventeen of rheuma- 
tism, and thirteen of fever. 

Rajahmundry. 73. The mortality in the District Jail at Rajahmundry is also to 

be attributed to overcrowding, and partially, in the opinion of the 
Medical Officer, to taint in the building. In the month of April last, 
sixty prisoners were removed to the Central Jail, and the walls were 
scraped and cleaned. These measures were also followed by good 
results, as there were no casualties in May or June. 

Cochin. 74. In the Jail at Cochin, out of sixteen deaths, fourteen were 

from cholera, which was prevalent all through the State in the months 
of June and July. The prisoners were otherwise healthy. 

NeUore, 75. Af Nellore, out of 115 deaths, ninety-eight were from cholera, 

which broke out virulently in March and April, on which occasion 
ninety-four* persons died. The disease, which seemed to have been 
absent from the town between March and October, again appeared in 
Jail in the month of August, but in a much milder form, only four 
casualties having occurred. On both of these occasions the prisoners 
were encamped. With the exception of this epidemic, the Jail was 
generally healthy. 

Teliicherry. 76. At Tellicherry, where there were forty-four deaths, the prin- 

cipal mortality was from cholera, of which twenty-four persons died. 
In the month of June last. Dr. Thompson, the Superintendent of the 
Jail, reported the very damp state of one range of wards, which he 
attributed to the fact of their resting against a mass of earth filling 
the space between them and the fort wall. This earth is now being 
removed by convict labor, and certain alterations to the building are 
being carried out. The Superintendent c-onfidently expects that 
these measures will have a very beneficial effect. 



Madura. 77. There were forty-five deaths at Madura, of which sixteen 

were from cholera, and fifteen from diarrhoea. The Jail being in the 
heart of the town, which is visited yearly by cholera, the disease gene- 
rally appears in the Jail at the same time. This building also has been

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condemned, and orders have been issued for the erection of a new Jail ^JOJJk 
outside the town. 

78. The deaths at Guntoor were sixty-two, of which twenty-three Gantoot. 
were from anasarca, which shewed itself in July, and which, in the 
opinion of the Medical Officer, was induced in a great measure by the 
over-crowded state of the Jail. In September, 154 convicts were trans- 
ferred to Rajahmundry and Masulipatam. From that time there has 

been a marked improvement in the general healt^i of the prisoners, and 
no serious sickness has since prevailed* 

79. At Vizagapatam, out of sixty deaths, twenty-seven were from Viugtpatam^ 
cholera and nineteen from anasarca. Cholera appeared in an epidemic 

form in May, June, and July, and in a sporadic form in December. The 
mortality was augmented by the presence of prisoners fi'om the Hill 
Tracts, twenty-four of whom died. A small Jail, for the reception of • 
this class of convicts, is now. being built at Parvuttipur, a town in the 
immediate vicinity of the hills. The health of the prisoners from the 
low country, when not visited by epidemic disease, is generally good^ 

80. Of the forty-five deaths at Mangalore, twenty-three were from MaDgaiore^ 
diarrhcEa and sixteen from atrophy. The Medical Officer is of opinion, 
that the mortality is to be mainly attributed to the effects of incarcera- 
tion under the system of diet then in use, and he anticipates much 
benefit from the introduction of the present more liberal scale, and aLso 
from that of intramural labor, which is now being carried out to some 
extent, 

81. Of forty deaths at Berhampore, eighteen were fix)m anasarca, jserhampore,. 
twelve from diarrhoea and dysentery, and six from cholera. This Jail 

has been much crowded, and has been relieved, from time to time, by 
drafts to other Jails • but as these measures proved insufficient, huts 
are now in course of erection. The great increase of prisoners in this 
Jail is no doubt to be attributed to the distress in the District* 

82. There were thirteen deaths at Palghat on an average daily Paighat; 
strength .of eighty-eight- convicts, and the per-centage is, therefore* 

high ; but these casualties were principally amongst prisoners trans- 
ferred from other Jails, particularly those received from the Hills. The 
health of the prisoners who had been any time in the Jail was good. 



83. At Tinnevelly there were thirty-four deaths, of which twenty. 
seven were from dian-hcea and dysentery. This building is not suited 
3> " ' " " 23 
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JAILS, for a Jail, and as it cannot be easily altered or added to, it is intended 
to build a new one. The death-rate for the past year has been heavy, 
but still not so much so as in the two years immediately preceding. 
In 1863 it was 15*58 on the average strength. 
In 1864 „ 19-5 do. 

In 1865 „ 11-9 do. 

The Medical Officer attributes the improvement to a change in the 
diet, and to the fact that, during the y^ear under review, the Jail was 
not so much crowded as it was in the two preceding years. 

Salem. 84. At Salem there were fifty-five deaths, of which twenty-nine 

were from diarrhoea and dysentery, nine from atrophy, and seven from 
anasarca. The mortality in this Jail is somewhat increased by transfers 
of sick from the Hills. 

LawTfsnce Asy- 85. The health of the convicts at the liawrence Asylum Works 

was good during the whole year, the total number of deaths having 
been nineteen on an average daily strength' of 334. The of&cer in 
charge reports that men who are cheerful, and who make up their minds 
to the change of climate, and to the distance from their native country, 
. improve considerably in strength, and enjoy veiy good health. He 
also points out a remarkable difierence between the rate of mortality 
amongst the Tamil-speaking men, and those who speak Telugu. The 
subjoined table shews the difference in the health of those two classes 
during the year 1865.

The expenses, exclusive of Police Guards and building, 

amounted to Rupees 4,86,947, of which Rupees 3,24,343 were on 

account of food. The cost per prisoner was Rupees 56-1-7 per head, 

that for last j-ear having been Rupees 56-11-3.

Jail manu- 88. The Only Jails in which manufactures were carried on are 
those at Chingleput, Caddalore, Chittoor, Berhampore, Mangalore, and 
Salem. They have now been commenced at the Central Jail, Rajah^ 
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mundry, and will be soou introduced in that at Coimbatore. The jAlLSk 
ttades have been principally weaving, paper-making, rattan work, and 
mat and rope-making. 

89. In the last Administration Report reference was made to the New Central 
measures which were being taken, or which v^eve in contemplation, (ot 
increasing the amount of Jail accommodation. It was stated that a 
new District Jail ij^as in progress at Vizagapatam, and that Central 
Jails at Coimbatore and Rajahmundry were approaching completion. 
The Vizagapatam Jail is nearly finished, but the two Central Jaild 
have not progressed as rapidly as was expected. Both these Jails, 
however, have been occupied since January, and now afibrd accommoda- 
tion to about 1,000 prisoners. It is hoped that the two Jails will be 
completed by the end of the present year. 

Of the three other Central Jcdls which are required for this Pre- 
sidency, it has been determined to build one at. Vellore instead of at 
Bellary, as was originally intended, difficulty having been experienced 
in fi tiding a suitable site with a sufficient supply of water at the latter 
station, while the expense of building there would be much greater 
than at Vellore. Central Jails are also to be built at Cannanore and 
Trichinopoly. At Cannanore the site has been fixed on, and buildings 
have been erected for a gang of convicts who are to be employed upon 
the works. At Irichinopoly, owing to a difficulty in finding good 
water, the question of site has not yet been determined, but this 
difficulty has now been overcome, and it is hoped that at both stations 
considerable progress will have been made in the erection of the Jail 
buildings during the ^isuing year. 

90. The new District Jail at Madura, one of those adverted Diatrict jaiis. 
to in the last Administration Report, has been commenced, and at 
Calicut, a site has been selected, and a plan and estimate sanctioned for 
a new Jail. Orders have also been issued for various alterations and 
improvements which are required in the existing District Jails at the

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JAILS, serious attention of the local Govemn;ient Want of funds is the mam 
reason why so little progress has yet been made in carrying out this 
important object. In December last, an urgent application was made 
to the Government of India for a special grant of two lakhs, in addition 
to the sums entered in the Public Works Budget for the current year, 
for building additional Jails. More recently the subject has been 
again 4)rought under notice in a Minute by His Excellency the 
Grovernor, in which His Lordship has reviewed at length the require* 
ments of this Presidency in the matter of Jail accommodation, as well 
'as the necessity of providing better accommodation for lunatics, and 
which has resulted in an additional grant of Eupees 1,20,000 being 
sanctioned by the Supreme Government. Copies of the correspondence 
will be found in the Appendix, 

European pri- '91. The European Prison at Ootacamund is in good order. The 
average daily number of prisoners, durmg the year, was fourteen. 
They were employed in sawing wood, making rope and mats, tailoring, 
and rattan work. There were no deattis, and tiie health ot the 
prisoners generally was very good. 

Charge of Du- 92. In September last, all the District Jails in the^Presidency 

iriot Jails. 

with the exception of those at Bellary, Trichinopoly, Cuddapah, and 
Ootacamund, were placed under charge of the Zillah Surgeons. At 
Trichinopoly and Bellary the Cantonment Magistrates, and at Ootaca- 
mund the Joint Magistrate, have charge of the District Jails, and at 
Cuddapah the Jail is under one of the Assistant Magistrates, acting 
under the general supervision of the Magistrate of the District. In 
the Central Jails at Rajahmundry, Coimbatore, and Salem, the superin- 
tendence of the Jail has been made a distinct charge. 

Penitentiary. 93. The total cost of maintenance for a daily average of 377 

prisoners in ti^ Madras Penitentiary was Eupees 28,282-15*5, against 
Eupees 31,209-14-11 for a daily average of 379 prisoners in 1864-65. 
The difference of expenditure is due chiefly to the larger disbursement 
in the former year for additions, alterations, and repairs. The daily 
average of European prisoners in 1865-66 was 38, and the gross cost of 
each Eupees 185-12-11. The daily average of Native prisoners was 
339, and the gross cost of each Eupees 62-9-7. 6,139 prisoners 
were lodged in the Penitentiary, the daily average being 380. There 

^*^ were only 267 admissions into Hospital during the year, and fifteen 

deaths, or four per cent, on the daily average, Seven of these 
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deaths were from cholera^ and excluding thia disease the death ratio 
would &I1 to two per cent. Cholera made its appearance in the 
month of August> but although the Jail was then somewhat crowded 
with prisoners awaiting transportation, and the disease was raging in 
Ghintadripett> just on the opposite bank of the Cooum, yet the epide- 
mic gained no hold over the Penitentiary, the seven deaths being 
spread over an interval of about three weeks, after which the disease 
disappeared. This result is probably due to the vigilant' care exercised 
by the Superintendent, Mr, Owen, in keeping the Jail precincts clean 
and wholesome. 694 prisoners for transportation passed through the 
Jail. Of those condemned to imprisonment only eight were for periods 
between two and five years, and forty-five for periods between one and 
two years. The great majority are short sentenced prisoners, for 
periods of six months and under. This makes it difficult to organize 
a remunerative system of skilled labor in the Penitentiary. At present, 
rope making is the only branch of intramural work provided for hard 
labor prisoners. The sum realize d by the sale of ropes was only Rupees 
375-1-0, and after deducting the cost of materials the nett profit was 
only Rupees 249-12-0. The value of labor supplied to Public Works 
is estimated at Rupees 2,859-2-0, at 1 J Anna per man; the ordinary 
wages of a cooly being three Annas. It may be possible to utilize the 
labor at the Penitentiary somewhat more than at present, so as to 
bring in a larger return towards defraying the expenses (rfthe Insti- 
tution.

Gross ReTcnue. 94. The Revenue of the year 1865-66 amounted to Eupecs 

6>33>17>129, exceeding that of the year 1864-65 by Rupees 7>15,652. 

Charges, 93. The charges aggregated Rupees 66,50,318, or little more 

than ten per cent, on the Revenue, and were Rupees 3,26,448 more 
than in the preceding year. The increase was owing chiefly to the 
revision of the Revenue E.stablishment, and to the purchase of a large 
quantity of Arrack for the Abkarry shops of Madras. 

Net Revenue. 96. The net Revenue of the year was Rupees 566,66,811, or 

Rupees 3,89,204, more than in the previous year, notwithstanding a 

clear loss of Rupees 7,80,000 by the abolition of the Income Tax.

by resort to coercive processes was Rupees 50,000. This amount, 
though double that collected in the same manner in 1864-65, bears an 
insignificant ratio to the total Revenue; 

98. The season was even more unfavorable than in the pre- Seaion. 
ceding year. In Ganjam the excessive drought necessitated extraordi- 
nary measures for the relief of the people. The Eastern and Inland 
Districts all suffered more or less from want of water, and on the 
Western Coast there was unusual drought during the last five months 

of the year. The fact that the revenue not only remained undimi- 
nished, but even increased during such a season, is a remarkable proof 
of the prosperity of the Presidency, and the stability of its resources. 

99. The public heajth was, in most parts of the Presidency, Pubiie Hetltiu 
equal to the average. In Ganjam and the Godavery Districts however, 

cholera and small-pox were very prevalent ; and in Malabar and 
North Arcot the former.disease appeared during some months of the 
year. Cattle suffered from want of water and pasture, but murrain 
was not prevalent except in Coimbatore.

102. The Forefit accounts are, in accordance with orders from the 
Government of India, exhibited separately from those of the Land 
Bevenue. The receipts amounted to Rupees 3,21,681, the charges of 
conservancy to Rupees 2,60,044, and the net revenue to Rupees 61,536. 
The deficiency in the receipts resulted principally from the relinquish- 
ment in July of the tax on bamboos. This tax has since been re-imposed 
in many parts of the Presidency. The increase in charges is due partly 
to the &ct that the extensive Qolcondah forests in Yizagapatam, 
the Chenat Nair and Bolumputty belt in Coimbatore, and the Alwar- 
kurchi forest in Tinnevelly, were taken under managem^it, for the 
first time, during the year. 

In spite of extensive fires, the value of timber in store was in- 
creased by Rupees 1,06,645. The Javady and Yellagiri Hills, between 
the Salem and South Arcot Districts, were explored, and large quanti- 
ties of Satinwood and Sandalwood discovered. Good progress was 
made with the Teak nurseries at Mtiddumally and Nellambur, and 
with the planting of Acacias and Eucalypti on the Neilgherries and 
other hill tracts. Many valuable forest trees have been introduced 
from Australia, and are thriving beyond expectation. 

103. The Abkarry revenue increased by Rupees 1,82,315, but most 
of this arose from realization of arrears. 



eiat, 104. The Salt revenue shewed a decrease of Rupees 2,33,484, which 

was entirely owing to the fact that, in 1863-64, a large amount was 
credited in the Madras District in adjustment oi long outstanding 
balances. 

The quantity of salt sold for home and inland consumption 
decreased by three lacs of maunds, as will be seen from the annexed 
statement. ^This was owing to the large stocks purchased by salt 
dealers in the previous year. The price of salt, during the latter part 
of the year, was raised from Rupees 1-8-0 to Rupees 1-11-0 per Indian 
Maund of82|lbs.

105. The revenue from Stamps increased by Rupees 3,82,640. The Stampi. 
operation of the new Re^tration and Abkarry Acts, the establishment 

of Courts of Small Causes, andiihe increased facilities for obtaining 
stamps offered by the discount system of sale, which has been intro^ 
duced into many Districts, account for this result 

106. The Income Tax Act was in force for only three months of the lacome Tax. 
year, and the receipts consequently diminished by Rupees 7,95,104. 

107. The Sea Customs revenue partially recovered the effects of Se« Customs, 
the depressed state of trade in 1864-65, wheli the revenue fell by 

Rupees 2,27,327. It has this year risen by Rupees 1,40,973 ; but is .' 
still considerably below the revenue of 1863-64. The increase is 
due to large imports of spirits at Madras ; and to increased exports 
of grain and oil seeds from Tanjore, South Canara, and the Godavery. 
The increased duties imposed on exports, towards the close of 
18G4-65, were removed early in the year under report, and the amount 
of additional duty which had intermediately been collected was 
refunded, to the amount of Rupees 1,04,233."*^

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Foreign Tnde, 109. A comparative statement is given in the Appendix, shewing 
the declared value of the Exports and Imports of the Madras terri- 
tories during the last ten years. -In the present year, the exports and 
imports have exceeded those of any previous year, the value of the mer- 
xjhandize exported having been upwards of nine millions sterling, and 
that of the imports not very far short of five millions. It may be inferred 
from the same table, that the pressure exercised upon trade by the 
present rates t)f import and export duties, is modei-ate ; for in 1860-61, 
when the value of the exports was just one-half what it is at present, 
the export duty collected exceeded that of the year und«r report by 
twenty "per cent. ; while on merchandize, valued at only a Utile over 
three millions sterling, an inoport duty of seventeen lacs of Rupees 
was collected, against a present import duty of twelve lacs, on mer- 
chandize valued at nearly five millions. 

110. In the A-ppendlx will also be found a comparative analysis 
of the principal articles of export and import trade in 1866-66. There 
has been an increase in the value of the Import trade in Spirits, Wines,

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114. The out-door work of thelnam Commission was completed 
throughout the Presidency, and the services of the two Deputy 
Collectors who were retained at the commencement of the year were 
dispensed with. The number of cases settled by the Deputy Collectors 
was 7,083. In the central oflSce titles were confirmed for all the cases 
pending, amounting in number to 22,324^, Bfod involving an extent of 
land .measuring acres 7,35,438, and bearing an assessment of Rupees 
12,64,102 ; a large number of appeals were heard and disposed of, and a 
considerable amount of work connected with the winding up of the 
Commission was gone through. The addition made to- the annual reve- 
nue, in the shape of quit-rent imposed on Inams for enfranchisement, 
during the year, amounted to Rupees 1,14^013, while the cost of the 
Commission was Rupees 1,23,918. Inams bearing an assessment of 
Rupees 23,000 were fully assessed, chieffjr on account of the non- 
appearance of the holders to claim the Inams within the time prescribed 
by the rules. These Inams are reported to consist, for the most part, of 
unprofitablie lands, and to have been in consequence abandoned by the 
proprietors. The cost of the Commission from the commencement of 
its operations in 1859, has been Rupees 9,44,122. The subjoined state- 
ment shews the results which have been effected. The additional an- 
nual revenue gained by the operations of the Commission amounts to 
Rupees 15,06,017.

116, Field operations were carried on durmg the year by the Settle- Settiementi 
ment Department in the Districts of Kumool, Cuddapah, Coimbatore, 
Tinnevelly, and Kistna.

ueden ted progress was made in the Chinchona plantations. The average 
late of propagation increased from 21,200 to 48,&68, and the total number 
of pknts -Was doubled during the year, and amounted to 11,5 6,070 on the 
Ist May 1866. These very satisfactory results are mainly thie to the 
circumstance that the 1;tees which were first planted out (in August 
1862), and which are now from twelve to twenty feet bigh, and from 
eleven to twenty-two inches in diameter at the bole, bave already pro- 
duced millions of excellent seeds. The bark of the oldest plants has 
increased in thickness and improved in appearance, and the yield of 
crystallized sulphates has been ascertained by recent analysis to be no 
less than ten per oent. It has been proved that strips of bark may be 
removed from the trees without injuring them, if moss be immediately 
applied, and that by mossing the trees before the bark is stripped 
off, the latter may be immensely improved both in thickness and 
quality. Now that seeds are produced in abundance, the number of 
plants may be rapidly inoreased to any desired extent, and the culti- 
vation may be readily extended to all favorable localities. 

123. In the Tea plantations 1,700 plants were raised from Assam l-ea plantation 
seed, in the course of the year, and the total number is now 18,500: 

Some of them have flowered, and a supply of fresh and good seed will 
soon be available for tlie public at a fair price. The price of plants 
is now one anna or three half pence each, — a good many are being 
distributed gratuitously to the inhabitants of the hill tracts^ and a large 
number sold to planters. 

124. Continued attention was paid, through the year, to the raising Plantations. 
of plantations to replace the forests which are gradually diminishing. 

Hie villagers in all districts have been stimulated to raise village 
topes, and in some parts of the country, very favorable results have 
attended the exertions of the district oflicers. Nurseries for young trees 
are in process of formation in all the districts, and endeavours have 
been made with fair success to plant the sandy tracts along tHo 
seashore with the Casuarina. In Nellore, an experimental plantation 
of firewood has been commenced, and tracts reserved elsewhere for 
like purposes. 

125. Agricultural exhibitions were held in the Districts of Nellore, Exhibitions,

270. The following resum^ of the administration of these States travan- 
is based, in great measure, on the detailed information contained in the ^^^^ -^nd 

^ . . COCHIN. 

Reports of the Dewans of Travancore and Cochin. The statements in 
the Appendix refer to the Malabar year, ending on the 14th August 
1865vbut this rep<»t is brought up to the close of the official year, 

271. The reforms and. improvements, initiated during the previ- TRAVAN- 
ous year, in the administration of justice, have been steadily persevered core. 
in,. and the whole system of the Judicial administration has felt their miniaJoSice/" 
beneficial effect. Justice has been more carefully and satisfactorily 
administered, and the Courts have risen in the confidence of the public. 

A detailed statement of the operations of the Courts is given in the 
Appendix. Important enactments, based upon those of British India, 
were passed in the year under review, relating to criminal breach of 
firast y the appointment of q^fialified vakeels to plead in the several 
Courts; the adjudication of claims to waste lands on their. sales unden 
the recent rules .; and the limitation of suits^ Subseqjaently, .an Act was 
passed for improving: the constitution of the ZiUah Courts, by reducing 
the number of Joidges, and rendering it competent for a single Judge 
to sit in Civil and. Criminal cases, and also extending the jurisdiction 
of the Moonsiff's Courts, and rendering their decisions final within a 
limited amounts . 

272. The Police statistics shew that considerable energy has been PoH(Se» 
displayed inthe supervision of this important department; Its efficiency 

is mudh improved^ and business is carried on with greater despatch^ 
though its organization is still far from perfect. The number of serious 
offences has been decreasingof late years* 

273. The continued influence of the sanitary improvements in J^ii«« 
Jails, is manifested by the continuance of the reduced rate of mortality 
noticed in last year's Report. The two great epidemics which periodi- 
cally thinned the JaUs in former times, were scarcely felt, there being 

no cases of small pox,, and only four of cholera. Under these circum-^ 
stances, the project of a new Central Jail has been allowed to remain in 
abeyance, and to give place to the not less urgent undertaking of tho 
erection of new public offices, and a large Civil Dispensary. 

274. The land revenue retains its usual standard of about 16 J Land Revenue, 
lacs of Rupees. A highly important measure in this branch deserves to

TRAVAN- be noticed, as fraught with the hope of the most beneficial results, viz., 
CORE. the enfranchisement of the crown lands of the State, which are of a 
very considerable extent. As described more fully in theDewan'a 
report, which is given at length in the Appendix, the State, as landlord,, 
had arbitrary right over these lands, and was not bound to respect 
poasession or any right accruing from it to the tenant. These arbitrary 
rights have been relinquished by Hk Highness the Maha Rajah, and 
the lands are declared to be " private, heritable, saleable, and otherwise 
transferable property," subject only to the declared assessment, as in 
Kyotwary districts. They are thus placed upon a satiafaetory footing 
which at onee immensely enhances their value, and gives a stimulus 
to their improvement, which will tend largely to develope the agri- 
cultural resources of this extensive property. Reduction of taxation 
has taken place on the irrigated lands in Sonth Travancore,.by lowering 
all excessive rates to a certain n^aximun^ standard. Upwards of one 
hundred petty and vexatious taxes have been abolished, and a considera- 
ble amount of outstanding arrears has been remitted. The observation 
made by the Dewan, that under the infiuences of *' moderate taxation, 
improved tenure, high prices, and reduced duties," *' the landholders, 
as a body, were never before more contented and prosperous," is fully 
borne out by experience. The re-assessment of garden lands has been 
initiated, though Uttle progress has yet been made in carrying out this- 
important measure^ 

Cwtomg. 275. In this branch there is a considerable felling off, occasioned,, 

in a great nieasure, by the serious depression of trade, extending to the 
European as well as the Indian markets, and also by the effects of 
reduced taxes in operation for a portion only &£ the previous year. 
The tariff value of t lie total exports for the jesur was Rupees 46,47,82* 
as compared with Rupees 52,13,823, for the previous year. A similar 
table of imports is not obtainable. The excess of exports over impoits 
is considerable ; it is balanced by large importation of the precious 
metals, especially gold. 

The interportal arrangements, which, with a few exceptions, fireed 
the trade between British In(£a and theTravancore and Cochin States> 
by placing it on the same footing as tlmt of British India generally, 
were in operation little mw^ than two m,cmths of the Malabar year, 
and it is too early to trace results, particularly under the circumstance 
of the great stagnation of trade above alluded to, though there can be 
no doubt that considerable relief has been afforded by the removal of 
the restrictions on the trade of these States.. 
76 
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Particulars of t^ese ititerportal arrangemeBts, given in the Dewan's tbataXi^ 
report, will be found in the Appendix. cobe. 

276. The tobacco revenue very nearly retains the standard of Tobacco, 
the previous year, notwithstanding the reduction (^the import duty 
on this article towards the close of the present year, under the terms 
of the convention above noticed, to the extent of about one lac of 
rupees a year. The consumption increased by thirteen per cent. 

. 277. Under the convention, the selling price of salt is now 8«it* 
equivaleni to that in British India^ thus affording an increase of 
revenue, though the consumption remained the same. 

27^. Some progress has been made in working the forests, though Foreitf.. 
the results are not manifest in the returns (rf this year. Under a proper 
system of Forestry, and a liberal outlay at starting, the Travancore 
forests may be expected to yield a large annual revenue of several 
lacs of rupees. 

279'. Thia enterprise still continues to extend itself, both in ooffeck 
Travancore and Cochin, more particularly in the former. Considerable 
progress has been made in Travancore in the survey of these lands. 

280. The experimental Tea and Chinchona plantations, on the Tea andGKihi- 

chona. 

Peermade hills, were visited lately, and the experiment pronounced 
by competent authorities successful, and most promising of future 
results* A few Tea and Chinchona plants have been distributed gratis 
to each of the plant^s in that locality^ and the sale of further supplies 
is commencing. 

281. Considerable advance has been made in Educational insti- Dducation^ 
tutions, and the effect is being felt in the different branches of the 
administration in the supply of better qualified servants* The High 

School at Trevandrum has s-ustained its important position ; the 
standard in the highest class bei^g the subjects prescribed for the 
Matriculation Examination at the Madras University. The increasing 
demand for education,, in accordance with the progress of the times, 
rendered it desirable to raise the standard still higher-, and another 
European Master has recently arrived from England, to constitute an 
upper departuient, for which the R A.. Examination wiU form the 
standard. 

An JEkiglish Law Class, as mentioned in last year's report, and also 
a Vernacular Law Class, have been most valuable additions to thf 
* ' ^ J7 
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TRAVAN- school, in training persons for the Judicial and Police departments. 
core; The standard of the former is the examination for District Moonsiffs 
in British India. 

The nmnber of District Schools has been increased, and th© 
importance of extending vernacular education has been recognized by 
His Highness the Maha Rajah, in recently assigning an annual gj^nt 
of Rupees 20,000 for this object 

The London and Church Missionary Societies continue their 
valuable and unremitting efforts in the cause of education. 

The progress that is now being made has enabled the State to 
impose tests of examination for appointments in several branches of 
the administration, and it will probably be able shortly to make^ this 
condition of employment generaL 

Female education has by no means been overlooked, and is^ now 
gaining a footing among, the higher classes at the capital. 

Public lectures, in a popular form, have contributed their aid to 
the other sources of knowledge, and it is gratifying to observe, with 
reference to this Native State, that some of the most able of these 
lectures have been delivered by His Highness the First Prince, the 
Dewan, Sir T: Madava Row, and Sadasiva Pillay, first Judge of the 
Sudder Courts 



Medical. 282. In this department may be noticed the opening- of the new 

and commodious Dispensary at Trevandrum, and the appointment of 
an able Superintendent of Vaccination. A Medical class of stipen(Kary 
students has been in training to supply Medical subordinates for the 
department. 

His Highness the Maha Rajah has KberaUy assigned a grant of 
Rupees 20,000, per annum, for establishing Hospitals throughout Tra- 
vancore, suitable buildings being erected from the surplus funds of the 
State. 

The Medical Mission at Keyoor, has contributed its valuable aid 
in the relief of sickness and suffering in that locality, and is expanding 
its benevolent influence. 

In CocMn, and the northern part of Travancore, a very severe 
epidemic of cholera broke out in the the hot weather. In Cochin, the 
cases repoited amount to nearly three per cent, of the whole population^ 
and the number of those that were fatal was about 10,000, or eighty 
per cent. The disease seems to have prevailed generally in the 
country, without reference to any tocal peculiarities of site or climate^ 
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283. The public gardens, recently formed in connection with the tbavan- 
Museum at Trevandrum, are beginning to be thoroughly appreciated COBE. 
by the people as a healthy source of recreation ; the successful culture PnbUcGapdwi% 
in these gardens of the Victoria Regia, which, it is believed, has only 
flowered in two other places in India, is not undeserving of notice, 

284. Public Works have been vigorously pressed on under the Public Works, 
able superintendence of the Engineer, Mr. Barton. The expenditure has 

been not fiur short of five lacs of rupees, or upwards of one-tenth of the 
income of the State. Of this sura, one lac of rupees was spent on the 
Victoria canal, and the granite barriers, which presented such for^ 
midable difficulty in this section under operation, have now been 
removed. 

The Peermade ghaut has received considerable attention. A 
distance of seven miles is open for carts ; a permanent line has been laid 
out for the remainder on an easy gradient. 

The hill tracts at Augusteer and Asamboo, where extensive lands 
have been taken up for coffee and other cultivation, have been opened 
out by roads %o the foot of the ghauts. 

285. The new Civil Dispensary, above alluded to, was formally New Public 
opened by His Highness the Maha Rajah in November last. It con- 
tains four wards, dispensary, lecture, and waiting rooms, and other 
conveniences. 

The foundation stone of a handsome pile of buildings for public 
offices was laid by His Highness in December, This accommodation 
is much needed, and will greatly contribute to the convenience of 
public business. The address delivered by His Highness the Maha 
Bajah on this occasion, declaring the policy of His Highness' Govern- 
ment, which received the commendatory notice both of the Government 
and of the Secretary of State for India, will be found in the account 
of the proceedings on that occasion, given in Appendix. 

The project for removing the only ban*ier in the water communi- 
cation between Travancore and Cochin, has been matured, aad is likely 
soon to be commenced. 

Much has not been done in the repair and restitution of irrigation 
works, but the subsequent appointment of a professional Assistant to 
the Engineer, and the enlargement of the establishment, will enable 
this important branch to be taken in hand in earnest in the ensuing 
year. 
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280. The finan<;es of tke Travancore State continue in a nourish- 
ing condition^ and notwithstanding the increased expenditure in 
largely augmenting the pay of public servants, in the remission of 
customs duties under the recent convention, the reduction of land 
assessment, the further abatement of the duty on tobacco, the greater 
outlay on public works, and the provision of retiring pensions, the 
balance sheet still shews a considerable surplus. The full effect, 
however, of the above and other measures will not be felt till the 
ensuing year, for the whole period of which they will be in operation, 
but the prospective estimate of its finances affords the expectation df 
continued prosperity in the revenues of the State. A comparative 
statement of the revenue collections and expenditure of this State 
during the past two years, is given m the Appendix. The collections 
during the past year amounted to Rupees 42,11,1410, the expenditure 
to Rupees 40,47,734. 

The remarks recorded in last year's report, that this " State was in 
a more favorable position than it ever had been for extending its 
reforms and improving the administration," and the anticipation that 
there would be " every disposition manifested on its part to avail itself 
of the oppertunity thus afforded for the advancement of the prosperity 
of the State, and the welfare of His Highness' subjects," have been fully 
borne out in the administration of the present year. 

In connection with the prosperous^administration of this State, 
must be here noticed the recognition of His Highness the Maha 
Rajah's enlightened policy, in the grant of Her Most Gracious Majesty 
to His Highness of the distinguished honor of Knight Grand Com- 
mander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of India ; and also the 
recognition of the services of His Highness' able Dewan, T, Madava 
Row, in the conduct of the administration, by the grant to him of ihe 
honor of Knight Commander of the same Most Exalted Order. 



COCHIN. 287. Some progress has been madlUn the reform of Judicial' 

minaTjaTtice." administration, and occasion has been taker^ by the removal of some of 
the Zillah Judges for corruption and incompetency, to introduce able 
and trustworthy officers from the British service. 

Arrangements for the improvement of the Highest Court of 
Appeal are in progress, consequent on which results similar to those 
obtained in Travancore may be looked for in this important depart- 
ment. 
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The introduction of the Code o^-xJivil Procedure has already . cochin. 
produced a beneficial result, by focilitating the progress of Civil 
Justice. Enactments^ similar to those introduced in Travancore, hkve 
been passed for constituting authorized Pleaders in the Courts, and for 
the punishment of criminal breach of contract in certain cases. 

There is little that calls for remark in the administration of 
Criminal Justice. 

288. The health of the prisoners was generally very good, Jaiii. 
notwithstanding the presence of epidemics in the surrounding country. 

289. The land revenue, which is the main source of wealth, Land ReTanne, 
shews a trifling decrease ; this is merely nominal ; there has been in 

fact an increase, owing to increased cultivation and resumption of rent 
free tenures. 

290. There is a decrease in customs, owing to the interpoi-tal Owtomi. 
convention between the British, and Cochin and Travancore Govern- 
ments, and to the receipts being only given for ten months and a half, * 
previous to the date of introduction of the new rules. 

291. The Salt Revenue fell below the ordinary level, owing sait. 
chiefly to the merchants having large stores of salt on hand when the 
price was raised. 

292. A Sanscrit School has been opened at Trichoor, Improve- Education, 
ments have been effected in the Government School at Ernacollum; the 
number of students in His Highness' School rose from thirty to 150, 

the demand for education being in no way checked by the introduction 
of school fees. 

293. The expenditure on public works was considerable, amount- Public Works, 
ing to about one-sixth of the revenues. The principal outlay was upon 

a large bridge over the Ponany river at Shoranoor. There is every 
prospect of this bridge being open for traflSc in the ensuing dry season. 
Considerable progress hais been made in the water communication 
between Trichoor and Cochin ; when this is effectually completed, it is 
expected that steam conamunication may be established between the 
two places. 

It is proposed to substitute a tramway, instead of the contemplated 
railway, between Shoranoor and Cochin, 
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294. The port of Narakal is increasing' in reputation as a safe 
harbour during the monsoon, when all the other ports on this coast, 
Alleppy excepted, are closed; fifteen steamers, besides other vessels 
toiiched tiiere during the monsoon, and on one occasion the advantage 
of this port was particularly felt in the fisM^iUty it afforded for throwing 
in a supply of rice to the country, when it was threatened with famine 
prides, ^e &cilities for shipment are being improved. 

295. The finances of this State may be regarded as prosperous. 
The income slightly exceeded that of the previous year, but was a trifle 
short of the expenditure, as shewn in Appendix A. There was, however, 
a considerable surplus available in the treasury. The State was 
enabled to continue its laige outlay on public works, ^ to increase 
further the salaries of public servants, and to introduce rules for 
retiring pensions to its servants. 

296. The payments to stipendiaries (including Jaghiredars) 
amounted, during the official year 1865-66, to Eupees 7,07,160 ; of 
which Rupees 1,46,000 were drawn by His Highness Prince Azeem 
Jah Bahadoor, as arrears of stipend. 

The number of persons receiving pensions on the 1st May 1866, 
was 1,561. The lapses l^y death, &c., in 1865-J66, exclusive of those 
who commuted their stipends, were 104, and amounted in the aggre- 
gate to Bupees 15,422. 

Bonuses to the amount of Bupees 24,958 were granted in com- 
mutation of forty-three stipends, not exceeding ten Bupees each per 
mensem, aggregating Bupees 3,009 per annum. 

Petty claims against the estate of the late Nabob were settled to 
the extent of Bupees 4,998, and arrears of salary and pension, amount- 
ing to Bupees 3,452, were paid.

Number of 334. The number of Colleges and Schools connected with the 

Schools and 

Pnpiis. Department of Public Instruction on the 30th April 1866 was 1,261, with 

an attendance of 45,056 pupils, exhibiting an increase of 278 schools and 
5,936 pupils, as compared with the returns of the previous year. This 
numerical increase belongs entirely to private schools. The number 
of Government Institutions was less by one than the number in 
operation on the 30th April 1865. The chief increase was in the 
Districts of Coimbatore and Tinnevelly, forming part of the fifth Educa- 
tional Division. In the latter district, the numbers rose from 173 
aided schools, with 6,171 pupils, and sixty-six unaided schools, with 3,422 
pupils, at the close of 1864-t)5, to 276 aided schools, with 7,863 pupils, 
and thirty-eight unaided schools, with an attendance of 578 pupils. 
The large increase in the number of schools in this district qualified 
to receive aid from Government is very satisfactory.

Owing, apparently, to a change which was made in the time 
at which the Matriculation' and First Arts Examination were held, 
there waa a slight falling off in the number of candidates for Matricu- 
lation, as compared with the previous year. The number of passed 
candidates at this examination was, however, slightly in excess of the 
corresponding number for 1864-65, and the proportion of those who 
were educated at Private Schools was considerably higher. In 1864?- 65i 
the number of Private Schools, which sent up successful candidates to 
tlieMatriculationExaminationwasnineteen. In 1865-66, thenumberwas 
twenty-nine. Theincrease in the number of students who passed the First 
Arts Ex;amination is satisfactory. Ttiis examination has only been vo, 
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operation for the last three years. In 1863-64, the number of passed examina- 
candidates was twenty-three. In 1864-65, fifty, and in 1865-66, '^^om, 
seventy-six. 

The Matriculation Examination and the First Examination in 
Arts are at present, and it is probable will continue, for some time to 
come, to be, the two examinations which in this Presidexicy exercise 
the greatest influence over education. As yet, the Presidency College 
is the only Institution which annually sends up successful candidates 
for the Degree of Bachelor of Arts. On the last occasion, only eight 
candidates were examined for the Degree, of whom six passed, against 
twenty-nine candidates and ten graduates for the previous year. The 
number of candidates for the B. A. Degree in 1864-65 was, however, 
exceptionally high, owing to that year being the last in which a 
matriculated student could go up for the Degree without having passed 
the First Examination in Arts.

Presidency 239- The annual Report on the Presidency College is favorable. 

^^!^«- fjij^^ jjjQg^ satisfactory feature in the working of this Institution is the 

steady increase which has taken place of late years in the number of 
students attending the Senior Department, which has risen gradually 
from forty-seven in 1862-63, to eighty-one in 1865-66. It should abo 
be mentioned that the College is now largely resorted to by youths 
from the Provinces. Of the eighty-one students forming the Senior De- 
partment, fifty-one have come from Districts other than Madras. Of 
these, the District of Tanjore alone contributed sixteen, and "Malabar 
eight, students. In the Junior Department 126, out of 285 students, have 
come from the Provinces. Since the close of the year, the Secretary of 
State has sanctioned the a{)pointment of a Professor of Sanscrit to the 
College. The new building has been commenced. 

MedkaiCoUcge. 240. At the commencement of the Session, the Senior Depart- 

ment contained only eight students, of whom only two had completed 
the prescribed course at its close, and were awarded the Diploma of the 
College. Eight students, forming the Senior class of the second Depart- 
ment, were found qualified for the grade of Assistant Apothecary, and 
twenty-two pupils of the Junior Department were passed as Hospital 
Assistants. The conduct of the students generally is reported to have 
been good, and their progress in their studies appears to have been very 
much on a par with that which has characterized the working of the 
College of late years. The changes in the several curricula of study, 
which were ordered in the Proceedings of Government of the 29th 
March 1865, have been carried into effect, as far as circumstances would 
admit. Some time, however, must still elapse before the rule, that can- 
didates for the grade of Assistant Apothecary and of Hospital Assis- 
tant shall have two years' preliminary training in a Hospital, previous 
to their admission into the College, can have any effect on the preli- 
minary attainments of students entering the College. The present 
Report furnishes additional evidence that such a preliminary training 
is greatly needed, to enable the students in the second and junior De-. 
partments to follow with intelligence and ease the lectures of the 
Professors ; and in regard to the Senior Department, the Professor of 
Surgery describes two of the students as being "the only youths in tha; 
class that are sufficiently acquainted with English to derive the ful^ 
benefit from attending lectures/' Certain rules, however, have lately 
been sanctioned with the view of improving the position of, and exact! 
ing higher preliminary attainments from, the holders of scholarships in 
this department of the College, which, it is to be hoped, will remove the 
defect above adverted to. 
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341. The number of students in the Civil Engineering College, at Ojvii fiopoeer- 
the dose of the year, was ninety-seven, of whom "* ***' 

5 belonged to the 1st Department. 
57 do. to the 2nd do, 

95 do. to the Special Surveying, Drawing and 
Estimatipg classes. 

Three students of the first Department obtained certificates as 
Assistant Engineer at the close of the Session, and eleven of the second 
Department passed as Taluk Overseers, while five others passed the 
minor test required for the Bengal Public Works Department, The 
result of the annual examination was, on the whole, satisfactory, and 
the conduct of the students was generally good. The small number of 
students who resort to the first Department of this Institution is attri- 
buted to the great difficulty which the members of that Department 
at present experience in obtaining employment at all commensurate 
with the time, labor, and expense, which their professional education 
entails. 

342. The report on the Gfovemment Normal School at Madras Madras Nor* 

mal SoiiooU) 

is again unfavorable. The Director of Public Instruction states that 
the arrangements have been defective, and the management faulty ; that 
in the general examination for Certificates, theistudenta shewed to dis- 
advantage when tested in method and teaching power, and proved, in 
many instances, in these subjects, to be inferior to the untrained candi- 
dates. The Government await the receipt (rf a detailed report, which 
the Director has been instructed to furnish, before' determining what 
Bteps it will be necessary to take with the view of restoring this 
important Institution to the condition of efficiency which it maintained 
nnder the management of its first Principal. 

343. The Normal Schools at Vizagapatam, Trichinopoly, VeUore, jJ^MoiSL^u^ 
and Cannanore, are all doing fairly. That at Trichinopoly is in a very 
satisfactory condition. Owing, to the difficulty which is experienced 

m inducing Canarese Candidates for training, to resort to the Normal 
School at Cwmanore, which is situated in the District of Malabar, it is 
proposed to form a Normal Class in connexion with the Provincial 
School which is about to be established at Mangalore, in the District 
of Canara. The reports on the Training Institutions supported by the 
Chnich Missionary Society at Palamcottah, by the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Paris at Sawyerpuram and at 
Tanjore, and by the Christian Vernacular Education Society at Madura,, 
are ill, more or less, favorable. 
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Teachers* eet- 344. At the annual examination for Teachers' Certificates, 283 

naUo^. ^^"^' male candidates, and eighteen female candidates obtained Certificate* 
of qualification. 

School of Arts. 345. The School of Industrial Arts was carried on as usual during 

the year. The work turned out consisted of cuts in wood and metal, 
drawings, engravings, designs, sketches, photographs, ornamental vases, 
bricks, tiles, water-pipes, plaster casts, models (comprising those of a 
bridge, a house, a sawing machine,, and water wheels), plougH 
harrows, scythes, and other agricultural implements. Remunerative 
employment" was found for some of the pupils. Several students of 
the Civil Engineering College received practical instruction in the 
manufacture of bricks, tiles, &c., and assistance was afforded to other 
Schools of Art. The value of the work executed during the year 
amounted to Rupees 7,381-7-4. 

Provincial. 346. The three Government Provincial Schools are all doing well

noted in the margin. Judged of by the 
Bellary 246 results of the University examinations, 

the Combaconum School is considerably 
in advance of those at Bellary and Calicut. Thirty-two of its students 
passed at the last Matriculation Examination, and eight at the First 
Arts Examination, Sanction has recently been granted for raising the 
position of this School to that c^ a Provincial College, but owing to 
the .temporary withdrawal of the Head Master to act as Principal of 
the Presidency College, this change cannot be carried out immediately. 
A fourth Provincial School will shortly be opened at Mangalore in 
South Canara, the inhabitants of which district have raised the muni- 
ficent sum of Rupees 67,000, as an endowment for the projected school

There has been no increase in the number of Government 
Schools of this class. Indeed, the number of schools supported by 
Government has diminished by one during the year under review, 
owing to the Taluk School at Mulki, in South Canara, having been con- 
verted into a Rate School. This result is in accordance with the policy 
which has for some time past been adopted by the Madras Government 
of developing the grant-in-aid system. The reports on the Anglo- 
Vernacular Schools at Chicacole in the Ganjam District, at Berham- 
pore in the District of Vizagapatam, at Mayaveram inTanjore,atTripatur 
in Salem, and on the Taluk Schools in Vizagapatam, Salem, Coimbatore, 
Malabar, and Canara, are, for the most part, favorable. 

349. The only schools of the lower class which are now support- , Government

cd directly by Government, are the Hill Schools in Ganjam, and the lower class, 
School for Yanadis at Striharicotta, near Madras. The former are sixteen

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less than is shewn in the returns for the previous year. Four of the 
schools are favorably reported on. The condition of the others was 
more or less unsatisfactory. Hitherto, owing to the un^ealthiness of 
the Hill tracts, there has been great difficulty in providing adequate 
supervision for these schools. Their immediate supervision is entrust- 
ed to an officer, under the designation of Superintendent of Hill Schools, 
at Rupees 30 per mensem, but both the Deputy Inspector of Schools 
for the District, and the Divisional Inspector are expected to inspect 
them once a year. During the year under review, the Schools 
were not visited by the Inspector, in consequence of his having been 
obliged to leave his division, on urgent private affairs, at the time when 
the schools should have been inspected ; and, in the course of the year, 
two officers who filled the situation of Superintendent of Hill Schools, 
died. The unsatisfactory condition of the majority of the schools is 
doubtless attributable, partly to these circumstances, and partly to the 
insurrections of the Khonds, which took place in November and De- 
cember last, and which were not entirely suppressed until February. 
It should, however, be mentioned, that eight of the masters passed for 
Certificates at the last Certificate Examination, and as, under recent 
orders, the Assistant Agent and the Assistant Superintendent of Police 
are to reside on the Hill Tracts for a considerable part of each year, 
it may be looped that the schools will, in future, have the advantage 
of more effective supervision than has hitherto been possible. The 
schools for the Yanadis is reported to have advanced, both in ordinary 
• school intruction, and in basket making, the industrial work pursued 
by the pupils. 

Priratc School?. 350. It has already b^en stated that there was a considerable 

increase in the number of private schools under inspection during the 
year under review. The number of private schools connected with 
the Department, which at the commencement of the year was 873, had 
risen at its close to 1,152. The increase w^ chiefly in schools of the 
middle and lower classes, the first of which rose from 210 to 237, and 
the second from 658 to 842. Qhe number of schools in the receipt of 
grants rose from 501 to 896, This is exclusive of the Rate Sghools, 
seventy-nine in number, most of which receive grants. The mimber 
of schools under simple inspection was 297 in 1864-65, and 377 in 
1865-66. 

As regards the standard of instruction, the results of the University 
examinations and the reports of the Inspectors shew that there is a 
gradual, but steady, improvenawt, Amopg the In&titutipus ranked iathe 
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first cla^, the Doveton College, and the Central Institution of the Free 
Church Mission at the Presidency ; and in the Provinces, the Church 
Mission School at Masulipatam, the Tanj ore High School, supported by 
the (Sospel Society, and the ffindu School, at Vizagapatam, are all favor- 
ably reported on. The Church Mission School at Masulipatam, which 
for many years has been the most advanced school in the Northern 
Circars, has lately suffered a very severe loss in the death of the 
Rev. Mr. Noble, whose devoted exertions in the cause of Native educa* 
tion will long be remembered in this Presidency. 

351. The establishment of schools under the provisions of the .MadrotBduca'. 
Madras Education Act has not made much progress during the year 
under review. According to the Returns appended to the last Report, 
the number of schools supported by a rate at the close of the official 
year 1864}-65 was seventy-five, including seventy-two schools of this 
class in the Godavery District. At the end of 1865-66, that number had 
only risen to seventy *nine. Of the four new Rate Schools, one is in South 
Canara, and three in Malabar ; the first mentioned being the Taluk 
School of Mulki, which, at the request of the inhabitants has been con- 
verted from a Government School into a Rate School. The working of 
the Act in the Godavery District has not been satisfactory. The In- 
spector states that the machinery ofthe Actis "ill-adapted to the purpose 
to which it has been applied in the Godavery District," viz., the main- 
tenance of elementary schools in villages, the population of which is 
chiefly agricultural. " The Commissioners," Mr. Bowers observes; " are 
ignorant ryots, who care nothing for the schools, and neglect their 
" duties.'* " The only way," he writes, " in which they can be prevented 
" from causing the abolition ofthe schools by simple inaction, is to place 
" them, in their capacity of school Commissioners, as they are in their 
" capacity of Village Curnums, under the authority of the Sub-Collector, 
" but in that case the Act becomes a dead letter and a superfluity. 
" This would be virtually a return to the ante- Act state of things, and 
" would be an admission that these schools could never have been 
^ voluntarily maintained. Up to a very recent date, many of the Mas- ; 

" ters had received no salaries for months." From the returns appended 
to the Director's report, it appears that, in two of the Taluka in 
which these schools are in operation, the amount of the collections 
under the Act was somewhat less than the Government grant. 

The difficulty of obtaining competent School Commissioners 
for the management of the Rate Schools is also adverted to by the 
Deputy Inspector of Schools in Malabar and Canara, in which Districts, 
however^ the Act appears likely to work welj. In the latter Dietwt, 
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five Middle Class Schools have been established, and the preliminary 
measures for ihe establishment of five more, under the provisions of 
tho Act, had been carried out before the close of the year. One of 
the latter, an Anglo-Vernacular School at Falghat, has been opened 
since the close of the year, with an attendance of 400 pupils. The 
Deputy Inspector reports that for this school a building, capable of 
accommodating 500 boys, is to be provided, at an estimated cost of 
Bupees 16,000, and the school is to be eventually placed under a gradu- 
ate of an English University. He adds that the introduction of the 
Act would succeed as well in Canara, as in Malabar, were trained 
teachers available. In Coimbatore, the inhabitants of fifty-four villages 
had placed themselves under the Act, and in twenty-four of them Com- 
missioners had been appointed ; but in none had any schools been opened 
before the close of the year. In only two had the Commissioners com- 
menced to levy taxes, and even ii\these they had not ventured to employ 
any coercive processes, but had collected only from those who paid, if 
not willingly, at ledst without legal pressure. From what is stated by 
the Inspector, it is to be feared that, in this District, the applications 
for the introduction of the Act can hardly have been voluntary in the 
true sense of the term. The Director has been instructed to proceed to 
the District, and, in concert with the Collector and the Educational 
Inspector of the Division, ascertain and report in what cases it is desir- 
able to cancel the application of the Act to particular villages, either 
in consequence of its not being really in accordance with the wishes 
of the inhabitants, or being inexpedient for other reasons. The Director 
has been requested to institute a similar inquiry in the Godavery 
District, and has been informed the Government do not wish the Act 
to be applied to any town or village, its application to which is not 
clearly in accordance with the wishes of a considerable majority of 
the inhabitants, or where competent School Commissioners are not 
available. 

Grant-in.aid 352, ^B Working of the grant-in-aid rules issued in January 
1865, maybe regarded as tolerably satisfactoiy. The number of aided 
schools rose during the year under review from 502, with an atten« 
dance of 22,351 pupils, to 876, witl\ an attendance of 27,351 pupils, 
and the amount disbursed in grants in aid of the current expenses of 
the schools (chiefly in aid of the salaries of the Teachers) from Rupees 
69,802, to Bupees 1,16,876-4-8. These figures, however, include the 
indigenous Village Schools in the Districts of Yizagapatain, Nellore, 
JNorth Arcot, Coimbatore, and Madura, numbering 498, with an atteu- 
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dance t^f 8^493 pmpik, whicfa received grants, amounting to Rupees 
3,777-12-0, on the ' payment for results' system,' which, though 
similar in principle, is not identical in detail with the system provided 
for in Rule IV of the grant-in-aid rules. Since the close of the year, 
sanction has been gi*anted for the extension of this system to every 
District in the Presidency, and the Director of Public Instruction has 
been requested so to re-cast the Schedules appended to the grant-in- 
aid rules, as to make them applicable to indigenous schools. 

It would appear from the reports from some of the leading 
Managers of schocds, that the late revision of the grant in-aid rules 
has resulted in effecting a considerable improvement in many of 
the existing schools, but that it has not contributed as much as 
m%ht have been expected to the establishment of additional schools. 
This result is, doubtless, to be traced to the comparative inefl^ 
cieney or inadequacy of the agenqr previously employed, and which 
induced the Managers of schools to apply such aid as they could 
obtain frt>m the State ta strengthening the establishments of schools 
already in operation, in preference to organizing new schools. But 
there is nothing in the rules, as they now stand, which caii be said ta 
impose undue checks on the extension of education, or to render the 
grant-in-aid system less applicable to elementary schools than to 
schools of a more advanced grade. The latter is a point on which con- 
siderable misconception appears to exist. The only Inspectors who, in 
the reports for the year under review have expressed any opinions on 
the success or otherwise of the grant-in-aid system, as now administer- 
ed, are Mr. Bowers and Mr. Marden. The former, contrasting its 
woAing with that of the Madras Education Act, remarks that, '* as now 
" administered, in connection with Educational Certificates," the grant- 
in-aid system has " the advantage of greater simplicity, and is proving 
"the more effectual instrument of popular education, chiefly through 
" the medium of Middle Class Schools." Mr. Bowers states that "Teach-. 
" ers who have obtained Certificates are fast re-placing those wha, 
" have not," and he observes that, " although in individual instances it 
" will sometimes be found that an uncertificated Teacher is much superior 
" to certificated teachers of the same grade, in the majority of case» 
" the benefit of the rule which exacts some certificate of qualifications 
" will be apparent." Mr. Marden, while admitting that the present 
rules have ** somewhat stimulated education," does not look " for any 
rapid exteiMfton of education under the present arrangements," and 
advocates the abolition of that part of the present system which makesr 
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the grants dependent an the Certificates held by the Teadiers, and 
the substitution for it of a system of payment for results, under rales 
better adapted to the requirements of elementary Native School, than 
those now in force. The Gtovernment see nothing in the reports before 
them that would justify so. radical an alteration of the existing rules. In 
the discussions which took place regarding the grant-in-aid system in 
1864, and in which several of the leading educational authorities in 
this Presidency took a part, there was a considerable preponderance of 
opinion in favor of the maititenance of the Certificate aystem, and 
against the feasibility of carrying out effectively, and on an extensive 
scale, the system of payment for results. The Government, on fiill 
consideration, determined not to abandon the Certificate system, but, 
at the same time, embodied in the mles a provision which it was hoped 
would afford to such Managers of schools as might prefer the * pay- 
ment for results^ system,' the means of obtaining aid in timt form. It 
has lately been brought to the notice of Qovemment tiiat the standards 
of examination in arithmetic prescribed for Native Schools seeking 
aid under the latter system are too high, and that the scale of grants 
offered is too low. The first objection has been met by a reduction of 
the standard, and the Director of Public Instruction has been directed 
further to revise the Schedules, in such manner as he may deem best 
calculated to promote the succeasful working of the system. It 
remains to be seen which of the two systems of grant-in-aid will be 
found the more effective, viz., first, that of making monthly payments 
in aid of the salaries of Teachers who have afforded evidence of their 
qualifications, or, second, that of making grants on the results of peri- 
odical examinations of the pupils ; but, in the meantime, it is the desire 
and intention of the Governor in Council that each of these two.sys- 
tems shall have a full and fistir trial, and be trusts that, under their 
operation, considerable progress will be made in the extenidon, as well 
as in the improvement, of Education in this Presidency, in the course 
of the next few years. Much, of course, must depend on the exertions 
of the leading Educational Societies, and of private persons interested 
in the cause, but much may be effected by the judicious efforts of the 
Inspectors of Schools, whose duties should embrace, not only the inspec- 
tion of those schools which are placed under Government inspection, 
but the promotion generally of all such measures as have for their 
object the improvement and extension of education in the District* 
tinder their charge. 
104 
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353. During the year 1865-66, four Examinations were held, Uncovenanted 
namely, a JSpecial Test Examination in October 1865, a General Test amination Com- 
Examination in Febniary ] 866, and two modified Special Test Exami- EiaStionshew 
nations, one in October 1865, the other in February 1866. ""^ ^ ^*"' 

354. The Special Test has been considerably modified in accor- Special Test, 
dance with the recommendation of the Commissioner, the Tests being 
arranged with reference to the different subjects in which the Exami- 
nation is held, and not with regard to the offices for which candidates 
propose to qualify. 

For the Special Test, 1,178 candidates were registered: of the 
1,052 who presented themselves for examination, 511 were successful. 
There was a considerable increase in the number of candidates, and in 
the proportion of successful to unsuccessful examinees, as compared 
with those in the previous year. The number of those who qualified 
for the higher grades was unusually large, and it is satisfactory to find 
that the number of well-educated and duly qualified candidates f6r 
public employment is rapidly increasing. 

S55, Tliere was a slight decrease in the number of candidates General Test. 
presenting themselves at the General Test Examination, but there was 
a marked improvement in the number of successful, compared with 
that of unsuccessful, examinees. 

356. The modification of the Special Test for Tahsildars, Deputy Modified special 
Tahsildars, Sub-Magistrates, and . Taluk Sheristadars, sanctioned by 
Government in April 1865, by which any unpassed officer, who, on the 
1st January 1865, may have served ten years in the grades of the 
Kevenue Department entitled to pension, and who may be selected by 
a Collector in certain cases, is permitted to qualify by passing an ap- 
propriate examination in the Vernacular in such poiiiions of the Penal 
and Procedure Codes, and in Taluk and Village Accounts, as it is abso- 
lutely necessary that he should be acquainted with, was found to be 
necessary both in fairness to public servants of long standing,whose only 
disqualification was that of not having passed an examination, and in 
order that public business might not come to a stand-still. These 
modifie^^^tions are temporary and provisional, to terminate on the 1st 
July 1867. 

The greatest care and precaution has been taken to prevent 
the possibility of the question papers being dishonestly procured before 
the Examinations : the General Test Examination, held at Salem in

having been opened, and papers obtained beforehand by some of the 
candidates: the precautions taken, with regard to the papei'S set in 
February 1866, were perfectly successful: and it may be preistu^ed 
that such malpractices "will be rendered impossible for the future. 

^ndlriJe''*^^** 357, From the statement of receipts and expenditure, it appe^urs 
that there is a net balance of Rupees 1,360 in favor of Qovemment. 
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Section XL— ECCLESIASTICAL. 

858. There were 137 Clergymen in the Dioceise at the close of the ^JJ'^'jJ/J ^^ ^ 
year under report, shewing a diminution of five on the number in the ^"^^^ 
preceding year. Of these, thirty-eight were Chaplains on the Madras 
Establishment, and fourteen received stipends from Government for 
ministering to congregations not supplied with Chaplains. The Euix)- 
pean and Eurasian Missionaries numbered fifty-four^ and the Native 
Clergymen forty-five. Six Clergymen were engaged in scholastic duties. 

Six vacancies occurred during the year among the Chaplains, and 
were filled up by an equal number of new appointments. 

359. The Bishop held three Ordinations at the following Stations, ordintUont. 
and ordained thu*teen Priests, and seven Deacons.

361. Two Churches were consecrated during the year; Christ consecrMious;

365. The pubUc health in the Madras Presidency has not been Public healthy 
satisfactory during the past year. 

366. Epidemic cholera prevailed to a great extent on the Mala- Prevalence of 
bar coast during June,' July, and August 1865. Cholera and malarious larious fevers, 
fevers have been unusually frequent on the table lands of Mysore ; 

and the long continued drought since the termination of the north- - 

east monsoon, in December, seems, in many places, to have caused such scarcity and 

a scarcity of grain, that all the evil effects of famine, as regards the fiMr^Their^ei^ 

poorer classes, may be anticipated. At the close of the official year 5^^ daisci!^* 

famine and cholera prevailed to a considerable extent in the Northern 

Sircars, and the high cost of the necessaries of life in many other parts 

of the countiy told unfavorably upon the public health. 

367. Notwithstanding the prevalence of epidemic disease in Healthy state 

^ of the town of 

many districts of the Presidency, the population of the town of Madras Madras, 
remained healthy up to the close of the official year. Cholera and 
small-pox were much less frequent than usual. 

368. These institutions continue to afford material benefit to Working of 
the sick of the several districts in which they are placed. There has pensanes^ 
been a slight increase in the number of sick treated over the former

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MEDICAL. 371. This department has been in a transitional state during 

y«eeiiie De- nearly one-half of the year under report, but nevertheless the results 
^*^^*^ of the new system are more satisfactory than those obtained under the 

former arrangements. 

Method of 372. The staff of Vaccinators work in a group, leaving lai^ge 
portions of a circle temporarily unattended, but every village and ham- 
let is in turn visited, and the observations are correctly and efficiently 
carried out. The number of insertions has been increased from four to 
six punctures ; an intercommunication of lymph is constantly kept up 
by the different Deputy Superintendents, and an exchange of lymph 
has been effected with Calcutta. 

The total number of operations, during the period under 
review, amounted to 190,989 ; of this number 159,755 were suooessful* 
and 31,234 failed ; the per-centage of successful cases being 83'59. 

Mcacy,Mfebri. 373. In accordance with the suggestions conveyed in the 
choM aikiioidf.' Secretary of State's despatch. No. 27, under date 30th September 1865, 
a Commission, consisting of the officers noted below,* has been 
appointed to conduct enquiries with a view to test the efficacy, as febri- 
fuges^ of the Chinchona alkaloids, other than quinine, and of the 
preparations of quinium, &c. 

Fourteen Medical officers, holding appointments in localities where 
fever is prevalent, have been directed to conduct experiments, and to 
submit monthly tables of the result of their investigations. 

Mr* J. Dougall, of the Madras Medical Service, has been specially 
selected to visit the hilly districts of the Northern Division, where 
fever of every variety prevails, and to remain at the different stations 
a sufficient length of time to enable him to test the effects of the 
alkaloids both relatively and positivel3% 

Emigration. 

^tehfT^**^' 374. The total number of emigrants despatched to British 
Colonies, during the year under review, was 5,192, as against 4,773 
during the previous year. The number of men was less by nearly 150, 
but there was an increase in the number of women and children.

375. There has been no increase in irregularities connected with Recruiting, 
the recruiting of laborers ; generally the operations of the Agencies 

have been conducted satisfactorily. 

376. The mortality on the passage to the Mauritius, from which Mortality^ 
Colony only returns are received, has been trifling. Reports have 

been received of eleven vessels despatched with. 3,917 emigrants 
of all ages. In one vessel only, the " Cashmere," did cholera break out, 
carrying oflF four persons. Four vessels reached without any casualty ; 
and the entire number of deaths was only fifteen, being a ratio of 0*35 
per cent, on the number embarked, a result, considering the unhealthi- 
ness of the past season, which speaks well for the arrangements 
made. , * 

377. The only other Colonial Agency that has been in operation Natal Emigre* 

tioSt 

at Madras, is that of Natal, to which place four vessels have been des- 
patched, carrying 1,245 persons. No regular reports of their arrival 
have been received. 



378. The Dep&ts have not been so healthy as usual ; this is to be Depftti. 
attributed to the season, and to the fact that very many who presented 
themselves for registry were half-starved, and consequently more liable 
to disease. The following table shews the number provided for in the 
Mauritius Pepdt in each month, the number of cases treated, and the 
nmnber of 4eatbs.

379. The proportion of women to men, embarked for the Mauri- 
tius, was fifty per cent., and to Natal nearly thirty-six per cent. 

380. Only 400 emigrants, including women and children, have 
returned from the Mauritius during the year, of whom three died on 
the voyage. None have returned from Natal or the West Indies. 

381. The collections for fees and licenses at Madras and in the 
districts amounted to Rupees 9,199-14-2, and the disbursements to 
Rupees 6,181-6-0. 

382. The French Agencies have continued their operations at 
Pondicherry, Karikal, and Yanam. It is understood that Madras is to 
be finally abandoned as an embarking port. The total number of 
emigrants sent during the year to French Colonies is 2,155, namely, 
1,166 from Pondicherry, 672 from Karikal, and 317 from Yanam. Of 
thesC;, 1,077 went to Reunion, 412 to Guienne, 338 to Martinique, and 
328 to Guadaloupe.

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The authoriUes at Pondicherry complain of the impediments 
thrown in the Way of their obtaining emigrants ; these restrictions are 
Bimply those imposed on recruiting carried on by this Government. 

The retarned emigrants from all the French Colonies number 792^ 
of whom 177 were from Guadaloupe, 375 from Martinique, and 240 
from Retinion. 

The receipts are Rupees 8,174-0-3, and the disbursements Rupees 
12,135-8-7. 

383. The Medical Inspector of emigrants, during the year 1865, ^!^|f*l/"*P**^- 
passed 3,582 cocdies for the Mauritius, 1,274 for Natal, and forty-nine 
for Bourbon. 

Emigration to the French Colonies, from the port of Madras, ceased 
in January, since which month shipment of coolies has taken place 
only to the British Colonies of Mauritius and Natal. • 

The Officers in medical charge of the dep6ts, examine emigrants 
before they are submitted for examination by the Medical Inspector 
of Emigrants, and it is. owing to the care and vigilance which those 
Officers exercise, that it has been found necessary to reject so few 
during the past year. The number so rejected has been only seven. 

The numbers mentioned in paragraph 377 do not represent the 
actual numbers embanked. No less than 250 of those passed for 
Mauritius, had deserted or disappeared before embarkation, leaving 
only 3,332 as the number actually shipped for that island. 1,274 
persons were furnished with pass-tickets for Natal, and 266 remained 
in the depdt from 1864, making a total of 1,540 ; of these, only 1,347 
actually embarked for that Colony. 

The schedules of medicines for emigrant ships, in respect of 
disinfectants, have been improved, and either Burnett's disinfecting 
fluid or Norton's carbolic acid is substituted forxshloride of lime. 

On two occasions cholera appeared in the Mauritius Depot, 
necessitating the postponement of embarkation not only from that 
depot, for some days, but also, on the last visitation, from the Natal 
Emigration bep6t. 

The annual return of disease in the dep6ts abundantly testify to 
the necessity of placing the depots under the charge of fully qualified 
Surgeons, a necessity foreseen and provided for by Government. During 
the year, depdts for Emigrants to Ceylon, Assam, and Cachar were 
opened, and the Medical Inspector was authorized by Government to 
exercise supervision over all such dep6ts, on receiving information 
from the Commissiwey 9^ P<>lice>f such dep6ts being opened. 
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IBMIQRA- The Cachar and Assam dep&ts have been closed, but that of Ceylon 

TICK continues open in Tondiarpet; thete are seldom more than thirty or 
forty emigrants in this latter dep6t at a time. 

PbKSIDENCY MUNICIPALlfY. 

Kcccipt*. 384. TheEeceipts of the Presidency Municipal Commissioners during 

the year 1865, amounted to Rupees 3,75,450-8-4 ; the balance in hand on 
the Slst December being 2,40,568-12*8 ; this latter sum consisted chiefly 
of arrears due, investments, and value of office premises. The chief 
items of income were Assessment, Rupees 2,47,083-3-7 ; Wheel-tax, 
B2,024*r5-10 ; and maintenance of Govetntnent roads, 49,794. 
Diaburscmenta, 385. The Expenditure was Rupees 3,56,750-9-3, the principal 

charges being Road-works, Rupees 1,13,879-12-10 ; Scavenging, 
Rupees 74,406-2-0 ; Salaries and Expenses, Rupees 62,330-3-0. Govern- 
ment Works, Rupees 15,460-6-11 ; and construction, repaijps, and im- 
provements of works. Rupees 57,780-5-8. A JuU statement of tlie 
Receipts and disbursemelits will be found in the Appendix. The total 
length of roads re-formed was 147 miles : the total amount spent on 
file maintenance of Toads was Ktipees 1,11,865-10-4; the average dost 
per mfle for roads repaired and re-formed tv:as Rupees 760-15-0. 126 
Drainage Works were built, re-btiilt, itoproved or extended. It would 
be premature to express a decided x)pinion upon the woi*king of the 
Madras Municipal Act (No. IX of 1865,) which came into force on the 1st 
November 1865; but the special attention of Government has been 
directed to remedying -certain difficulties ivhich have been found to 
attend on the collection of the tax on Professions and Calling^, 

Electric Telegraph. 

386. The changes consequent upon the re-organization of the Depart- 
ment, at the Commencement of the present calendar year, by which 
Divisions were substituted for the former Madras Circle, and several 
new Offices attached to the different Divisions which are lio longer 
conterminous with the Presidential limits, render it impossible to give 
an account which should be generally intelligible, or which should 
fairly represent the expenditure, income, and increase of communica- 
tion, as compared with that of previous years. 

The lines in the Presidency have, generally, been maintained 
in fair order ; interruptions have not been frequent, and when 
occurring were repaired with as little delay as was practicable. 

Observatory. 
proceedings of 387. Notwithstanding the continued urgent want of European assise 
wrrt^Tj, ' tance, the proceedings of the Madras Observatory maybe pronounced. 
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upon the whole, more satisfactory thaiir fior sevenJ past years. The observa- 
vork accon^lished has been, throughout, above the average^ amount in TOKY. 
quantity, aiid when submitted to the test of puUicationi will, it is 
toped, be found equal in quality to any reasonable expectations on 
the paart of the astronomical public! That great desideratum, however, 
publication, remains a matter of- impossibility with the present insuffi- 
cient establishment. 

388* The construction of aconvenient and suitable room, witfe-a i JSJJJ,. "** 
Tevolving dome, for the new Equatoreal, has at last been accomplished 
by Messi-s. Leggett and Broomhall of Madras, in a most creditable 
and efficient style. The interior diameter of the dome is sixteen feeK 
Its rotation is eflfected by means of eight six-inch rollers or wheels, 
the axles of wiiich are connected by a ring of* hard wbod^ as in the 
much larger domes employed by Mr. Lassell of Liverpool, described 
iQthe twelfth volume of the Memoirs of the Royal Astronomical Society. 
Notwithstanding the size and= weight of the new dome, its motion is 
soamoothand perfect, that the-pressureof a finger, or the single-handed 
I6r.ce of a child of eight years of age, suffices to start it, while it stops 
dead wherever required* Two sliding shutters, easily opened^ expose 
aa observing slit three feet in aperture, and extending over nearly two- 
thirds of the dome, or from the horizon to about twenty-five degrees 
beyond the zenith. The new Equatoreal, by Messrs. Troughton and 
Siimms of London, has been erected; and worthily sustains the high: 
reputation of its makers. It is supported by ar central iron pillar, on. 
what is known as the German pli^n of^mountiiig ; and for steadiness, 
perfect equilibrium, and convenience in its mechanical details, it is all 
that the most fastidious could* desire* Owing to the prevalence of bad 
weather since its very recent erection, no opportunity has yet occurred 
for finally adjusting or critically examining its eight-inch object glass ; 
hut as this was duly tested and approved by the Astronomer Royalat 
Greenwich, before th# instrument left England, it may be justly expect- 
ed that it will prove as satisfactory in this important point as it has 
aheady been found, in its mechanism. It is liberally equipped with 
all the usual appliances in the way of eye-pieces, &c., and is also provided, 
with an excellent parallel wire micrometer and a double image micro- 
meter of Mr. Airys construction. 

ITie former Equatoreal, by Messrs* Lerebours and Secretan, is in 
feir working order. Other extra-meridional instruments belonging to 
the Observatory are, a five-foot telescope> with a zodiacal portable stand 
fer from steady, and a good uni versalequatoreal stand, provided with three 
different telescopes, viz., two ofthree feet, and one of five feet focal length. 
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OBSKRVA- the latter having been made up in Madras by Mr. F, Doderet, Maihe* 
TORY* matical Instrument maker to the Public Works Department^ with the 
object glass (by Dolland) formerly used in the old, and now discarded^ 
transit instrument. In the meridional department, the transit circle, 
also by Messrs, Troughton and Simms, continued to yield, unexception* 
able results from June 18&2, the commencement <^ its career, until the 
end of March 1S66> when sjrmptoms of unsteadiness in the eir(de clampa 
suddenly appeared, which-have given much trouble and anxiety during 
the last month of the official year. It ia now undergoing repair in Mn 
Doderet's hands, and will, it ia confidently hoped, soonr^ain the former 
high character fc»r permanence of adjustment and general excellence 
which it has so worthily maintained during the past four years. The 
old arrangement of shutters, most objectionable and inconvenient, 
opening in foursections> and never weather-proof, has been superseded 
by a single flap, twenty-three feet in length by two in breadth, counter- 
poised, and opening from within by means of ropes and pullies in the 
usual manner. The magnetical and meteorological iiwstrumenta are in 
fair working order, but those of the former class, in use since 1841, are 
by no means equal to those now constructed and used in European 
Observatories. The Anemograph, by Mr. Adie erf London, is in satis- 
factory condition,, and stood the test of two tolerably severe gales, 
in 1865, without injury or &ilure« 

obs^SiSR?- ^^^' ^^^ observations with the transit circle have been made 

^iiSSt!'^*^^^* throughout the year by the two Head Native Assistants, as usual, and 
it may be remarked, with pleasure, that their qare and assiduity have 
secured results highly creditable to themselves, and of great value to 
science. The steady progress oi the meridian obaervationa will be 
best shewn by the subjoined tabular statement of work done ance the 
erection of the instrument, in May 1862. The number of observations

We have, therefore, 9,618 complete observations of Right Aseensicm 
and Polar distance, taken in three years and eleven months (1852-63), 
awaiting publication, averaging 2,448 per year ; a lai^e per-centage 
of which refers to stars in the Southern hemisphere, the poBitionsof 
which have not been previously determined at any other Observa- 
tory. Beductions of standard stars and all instrumental c<»TectioB3 
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are kept rigcM-ously up to date. Those of other objects are but little observa- 
behind being completed up to December Slst, 1863, and very nearly TORY, 
so up to October 1866. 

The old Equatoreal . has been employed, chiefly in the con- 
struction and revision of the Atiasof variable stars, in hand for several 
years past. Twenty-three observations have been taken of the five 
placets, Isis, Ariadne, Hesti% Asia^ and Sappho, and numerous com- 
parisons of variable stars have been made throughout the year. The 
periodical comets of Faye and Biela were sought for unsuccessfully, 
the former being much too faint for the telescope, and the latter 
having, doubtless for the same reason, eluded the pursuit of Astrono- 
mers generally, even when provided with instruments of the largest 
size. None of the equatoreal observations of planets or comets are 
yet ready for publication, but it r& hoped that this year will be the 
last in which such will be the case. 

390. Two small telescopic variaUe stars and one new minor Ntw Diicorerief. 
planet have been discovered since the last report was written y of these, 

Z. Virginis had been previously mapped as an ordinary star of the 
tenth magnitude, but was found to have vanished entirely in 1865. 
The other new variable X. Capricomi was first seen and observed as 
a supposed new planet on July 26th 1865L Neither the periodic time 
between two successive maxima, nor yet the range in regard to 
briUiancy of either of these olgects can yet be decided. Another 
new planet was discovered on May 16th, 1866> in the constellation 
Scorpio, extremely faint, being but little brighter than a twelfth mag- 
nitude. The name selected for this 87th member of the asteroidal 
group is Sylvia, one suggested by Sir J* F. W. Herschel a few years 
back as suitable for a future new planet. From its slower apparent 
motion than that of most others when similarly situated, it has 
evidently a considerable mean distance from the sun, but its orbital 
elements have yet to be calculated. 

391. The records in these subjects continue to be made three Magnetiimuid 
times daily, as formerly ; and the results of the latter are published * '***^' 
in the Fort Saint Gieorge Gazette, and in one local newspaper. The 

arrears of the twenty years' series of hourly observations have been 
nearly worked up, and printing h.as been proceeded with, so as to 
ensure publication at no distant period. The curves of hourly corrections 
for the barometer and dry and wet bulb thermometers will be of great 
service throu^out India, as it is evident that they must be far more 
fairly applicable to tropical registers than those derived firom observa- 
tions made in the widely difierent climate of Europe. The early and 
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OBSERVA- reniarkable heat of 1866 exceeded any previously recorded at Madias. 
TOBY. The thermometer reached 1 10-6 in. the shade en May 28th, the depression 
of the wet bulb being 35 '8, and the per-centage of humidity so low as 
sixteen. A scheme for meteorological registrations is^now under the 
consideration, of Government, which, if sanctioned, will greatly extend 
our knowledge of the climate of Southern India, and its important 
bearing upon the statistics of health, mortality, and the cultivation of 
the staple productions of the country.. 

BtiAReiiinii. 392. The rain retums, maintained witLmore or less regularify 

at upwards of 350 stations since 1852, under the control of the Reve- 
nue Board, are under discussion,, and though many will doubtlessliave 
to be rejected as untrustworthy, sufficient will remain to furnish an 
interesting rain map of the Presidency, shewing the comparative 
influences of elevation above sea level, and proximity to the coast, ift 
a marked and highly instructive manner. New gauges of an improved 
and uniform pattern, are about to be issued, and it is hoped' that the 
increased accuracy of future returns wiH amply compensate for the 
additional outlay involved thereby. 

'Rme sijsnaii 393. The Madras mean time of the flash of the 8 p. Mi mm 

for theShipitiiig* ^ 

has been carefully noted, and published, as formerly, to facilitate the 
rating of chronometers in the Roads. It is intended, as early as possi- 
ble, to carry out the long contemplated telegraphic discharge ofi^the 
Fort and Mount guns, and; the erection of three sympathetic electrical 
clocks, for the convenience of the public in various parts of Madras..

lating to the measures which have been, and are being, taken by this 
Government, with the view of increasing the amount of Jail accom- 
modation, and improving the system of Jail management and discipline, 
in this Presidency. 

2. The letter from Messrs. Sohde and EUis, recorded in the Pro- 
ceedings of Government, under date the 16th June last, paragraphs 16 
to 30, contains a tolerably full report on the accommodation afforded 
in the existing Jails, and on the additional accommodation which is 
required. It will be seen that, while the existing Jails are capable, 
according to the standard recently laid down by the Government of 
India, of containing only 4,492 prisoners, the number actually in con- 
finement at the date of the report in question was 6,802, and at times 
the latter number has been considerably exceeded. Indeed the average 
daily number during the last official year was 7,855, and on4ihe 30th 
April last, the actual number of prisoners in confinement was 8,120. 
Two Central Jails are now in course of erection at Rajahmundry and 
<3oimbatore, which will be finished in the bourse of a few months ; 
and it is proposed to erect additional Central Jailg at Bellary, Canna- 
nore, and Trichinopoly, so as to provide altogether for about 4,500 
prisoners sentenced to periods of imprisonment in excess of one year. 
Adding this to the accommodation available for 4,493 short-sentenced 

"prisoners in the existing Jails, there will eventually be prison accom- 
modation for some 9,000 prisoners, which, it is hoped, will bo ample to 
meet the requirements of this Presidency. The proposals of Messrs. 
Eohde and Ellis included the erection of a Central Jail at Vellore, in 
addition to those .to be provided at Bellary, Cannanore, and Trichi- 
nopoly, but the Governor in Council is of opinion that, for the present 
at all events, six Jails of this description, including the two at Coim- 
batore and Salem, which are to serve the purposes of both Central and 
District Jails, will be sufficient, 
xlviil 
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3. Orders have been issued for the preparation of estimates of Jails, 
the cost of constructing the new Cetral Jails on the plan submitted 

by the Commitee appointed in June last, and of the improvements 
-which ure required to the existing District Jails ; and adverting to the • 
letter of the Suprme Government, under date the 23rd June 1864, 
No. 952, to the effect' that the Government of India would be prepared 
to make the necessary provision of funds for giving eatiy effect to any 
<3arefully considered proposals for increasing Jail accommodation, 
wherever it may be manifestly insufficient, I am directed to request 
that a special grant of Kupees (2,00,000) two lakhs may be sanctioned 
for this purpose, as an addition to the amount of the Pubic Works 
Budget grant for the current official year, as it will not be possible to 
meet the additional expenditure which will have to be incurred on 
Jail buildings from that grant, which, under the orders of the Govern^ 
ment of India, was reduced to an amount quite inadequate to meet 
even the ordinary demands upon it. The estimates which have been 
received for the completion of the Jails at Coimbatore and Rajah- 
mnndry, for the erection of new Jails at Tanjore and Madura, and fot 
improving the Jails at Tanjore, Vizagapatam, and Guntoor, amount to 
upwards of Rupees 3,00,000, and it is very desiraUe that one, at all 
events, of the three additional Central Jails which it is proposed to 
€rect should be <5ommenced during the present season. 

4. Among the papers now submitted are the orders which have 

been passed by this Government 
Sth September 1865, Nos. 38-110, ,; , "^ . , ^ ,_ 

regarding the superintendence of the 

several Jails, from which it wiU be seen that Zillah Surgeons have been 

placed in charge of nineteen of the District Jails, including, us a , 

temporary measure, the Central Jail at Salem ; while at Belkry and 

Cannanore, the Cantonment Magistrates have been placed in charge of 

the J ails, and at Cuddapah the Magistrate has been instructed to place 

one of his Assistants in charge, acting under his general supervision. 

5. I am directed to request that authority may be granted to 
pass the salaries sanctioned in the Resolution of ^ the Government of 
India, in the Financial Department, under date the 22nd February 
last. No. 912, to the Cantonment Magistrates at Bellary and Canna- 
nore, and that the enforcement of the rule laid down in that Resolution, 
that the salaries in question are only to be given in Jails where 
intramural labor is the rule, and not the exception, may be postponed 
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Jails* *^til *^^ necessary arrangements for the working of« prisoners within 

the walls of the Jails are carried out. Sanction is also requested for 

the salaries proposed' in the Report made by Messrs. Rohde and Ellis 

for Jailers, viz, : — 

Jailers of Central Jails ,.. Rupees 150

Do. 2nd^ Class do „ 50 

and for the salary proposed in paragraph 12 of the Proceedings of 
this Government, under date the 16th June 1865, for the Superin- 
tendents of the CentralJails at Salem and Coimbatore, viz., Rupees 
600 per mensem; 

6. I am also to inquire, with reference to the question raised in 
From the In^p^^tor Oeneiil xd Jails,. ^^^ correspondence noted in the margin, 
Kth November 1865. whether the Resolution of the Govern- 

ment of India in the financial Department, of the 13th March 1865,. 
No. 1,425, precludes the grant of salary for the charge of a Jail to 
a Zillah Surgeon who has been allowed to draw his Military pay and 
allowances in lieu of his Civil saliry.

L In calculating the Jail accommodation required, the standard 
^udopted is that prescribed by the Government of India, in the Offioe 
Memerandum from the Home Department, No, 128, dated 6th January 
I 
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1865, and communicated by the order of Miadras Government, dated ' 

16th February, No. 464. ^^^^^* 

2. According to this standard, each prisoner is to have for his 
accommodation a minimum. superficial area of 36 square feet, and 643 
cubic feet. 

8. This standard diflfers somewhat from that recommended by the 
Calcutta Jail Committee, which gave to eacfe prisoner a minimum 
superficial area of 54 square feet and 648 cubic feet. 

4. We have received from each Jail in the Presidency, a return 
shewing tha^ accommodation which each is capable of affording ai the 
latest standard. Before Altering upon a detailed statement regarding 
each of these Jails, we may state that, supposing all the Jails at present 
existing to be retained, and we shall afterwards shew'that this is not 
desirable, they afford not much more than half the accommodation 
required, if each prisoner is to have the area* considered absolutely 
necessary. 

6. The necessity of Central Jails of moderate size has been 
recognized by the- Calcutta Jail Committee, and^ before that Committee 
was appointed, this necessity was admitted by the Madras Government, 
who (»dered Central Jails to be built at Coimbatore and Rajahmundry> 
and who had had it in contemplation, so far back as 1857, to build 
five Central Jails. 

6; The Calcutta Committee recommended, 1st, that all persona 
whose sentences exceed the period of one year should be confined in 
Central Jails, and that no Central Jail should contain more than one 
thousand Prisoners— (in the arrangements^ proposed for the Bengal 
Presidency, this principle is somewhat relaxed, and it is provided that 
pnsoners sentenced to more than six month&T rigorous imprisonment 
may alsa be imprisoned in Central Jails) ; 2nd, that in the District 
Jails those prisoners only should be confined, whose sentences do not 
exceed one year. The District Jaib are divided into 1st and 2nd Class, 

The 1st Class Jails to contain 500 prisoners. 

The 2 nd Class Jails t6 contain 300 prisoners. 

7. We concur generally in these recommendations, and we have, 
therefore, considered how.many Central Jails will be necessary to meet 
the requirements of this Presidency. 

8. In this and in other estimates regarding the probable number 
of prisoners of different classes requiring prison accommodation, we do 
not pretend to have arrived at strictly accurate results. The necessity 
of collecting careful judicial statistical information has only recently 

li . 
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^S^ attracted the attention it deserves, and there are other circumstances, 
such as the introduction of the New Police and the Indian Penal Code^ 
which have had a tendency to render less reliable the averages which 
can be calculated from the Criminal and Jail returns of the last 
ten years. 

Central Jaih. 

9. Making allowances for the variations in the number of con- 
victions, as shewn by a comparison of the annual Judicial returns of 
the last few years, we think we may safely state that Central Jail 
accommodation is required for about 5,000 prisoners, whose sentences 
exceed one year's imprisonment. Had nothing been done in this 
Presidency towards the construction of Central Jails, we should have 
proposed six Central Jails: four to contain one thousand prisoners, and 
two to contain eight hundred prisoners. 

10. The places which seem most suitable for these Central Jails are, 
Prisoners. Prisoners. 

1. Rajahmundry... 1,000 4. Vellore ... 1,000 

2. Bellary 1,000 6. Trichinopoly... 800 

3. Coimbatore ... 1,000 6. Cannanore ... 800, 
and we should have recommended that, except upon an emergency, 
the rule should be maintained that prisoners whose sentences exceed 
one year should be confined in these Central Jails, while prisoners 
whose sentences are for less than one year should be detained in 
District Jails. 

11. But we are met by the diflSculty that there has already been 
completed at Salem a Jail that is capable, at the new standard, of 
containing 426 prisoners ; while a large Jail at Coimbatore, calculated 
at the new standard to c(mtain 554 prisoners, is far advanced in con- 
struction. Under these circumstances, we think the Jails at Coimba- 
tore and Salem must unite the characters of Central and District 

. prisons, instead of following out entirely the recommendation of the 
Calcutta Jail Committee, according to which Central and District 
piisons are completely separated. In reality, this will not be an 
abandonment of the principle fnvolved of separating entirely these two 

^ great classes of convicts ; for, owing to the construction of the Jails at 
Coimbatore and Salem, the convicts sentenced to long terms of 
imprisonment, and the prisoners whose sentences do not exceed one 
year, can be kept quite distinct. This arrangement will obvifite the 
necessity of building a District Jail at Coimbatore, which, under the 
circumstances detailed, would involve an unnecessary expense. -Tlie 
lii 
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total number of prisoners which these two Jails would accommodate, ^'

All that need be done to meet these requirements is to complete 
the ground-floor of the Coimbatore Jail as planned, and to add upper 
stories to two of the blocks. 

12. With this modification, the Central Jails would be as follows : — 
Central Jails to contain 1,000 prisoners* 
Rajahmundry. . 
Trichinopoly. 
Vellore. 

Central Jails to contain 800 prisoners. 

Bellary. 

Cannanore. 

Jails to serve both as Central- and District Jails. 

Coimbatore. 
Salem, 

. 13. The Central Jails at Bellary, Tridiinapoly, and Cannanore, 
will have the important advantage of being at stations where there 
are European Troops. Bellary and Cannanore have already been 
approved by Government as praper positions for Central Jails. At 
Rajahmundry the proposed Central Jail has been sanctioned by 
Government, and is already under construction. As above explained,, 
the Jail at Salem is finished, and that at Coimbatore is almost completed. 
• 14. We now proceed to detail the Districts which will supply th© 
inmates of each of the proposed Central Jails. 

The Central Jail at Eajahmundry will supply accommodation for 
all convicts sentenced to more than one year's imprisonment from the 
Districts of Ganjam, Vizagapatam, Godavery, and Kistna, and for a 
portion of Kellore. We do not propose transferring Khond convicts, 
although their sentences exceed one year,, to the Rajahmundry Central 
Jail, experience having shewn that they cannot be imprisoned away 
from their own country, without serious ripk of life. The Khond 
sonvicts should, we think, as hitherto, continue to be in^prisoned in a 
separate Jail at Russelcondah (the old Barracks). 
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The Central Jail at Bellary will supply accommodation for all 
convicts sentenced to more than one year's imprisonment^ from the 
Districts of Bellary, Cuddapah, and Kurnool. 

The Central Jail at Trichinopoly will aflTord accommodation fo' 
Hhe convicts sentenced to more than one year'^ imprisonment, from the 
Districts of Trichinopoly, Madura, Tinnevelly, and Tanjore. 

The Central Jail at Cannanore will receive the convicts'sentenced 
to more than one year's imprisonment from Malabar, South Canara^ 
and Cochin. 

The Central Jail at VeUore will receive the convicts sentenced to 
more than one year's imprisonment from North and South Arcot, aiui 
the Madras and Nellore Districts. 

As explained above, the Jails at Coimbatore and Salem will con- 
tain the convicts from these Districts, sentenced both to long and short, 
terms of imprisonmeBLt. 

District Jails* 

15. As shewn above> we propose to accommodate in the Central 
Jails an average number of 5,000 prisoners, whose sentences exceed 
one year. It remains to provide prison accommodation for convicts 
sentenced to less than one year's imprisonment ; for prisoners kept in 
confinement, in consequence of failing to give security ; for prisoners 
under trial ; and for Civil Debtors. 

16. These* represent a total number of 5,059, of which the 
following is the detail : — 

Prisoners for one year and under 

Prisoners, in de&ult of giving security

17. The following tabulated statement shews the capacity of 
each Jail according to the new standard, which allows 36 superficial 
feet and 648 cubical feet to each priscmer, the j)robable number of 
prisoners who will jie confined in each Jail, and the number of all 
classes at present confined in these Jails. When the prisoners 
sentenced bo more than one yearns imprisonment have been removed 
to the proposed Central Jails, the District Jails, as recommended by us, 
will afford accommodation for 4,492 prisoners, being 1,433 more than 
are actually requiring accommodation at present. But the maximum 
accommodation required varies much in particular Districts, and in 
some Jails the apparent accommodation will be considerably reduced 
by the conversion of Wa,rds into workshops.

GUSTOOB.— It will be obserred that 
at present the District Jail at Gantoor 
can only contain 117 prisoners at Uw 
new standard.

modate 175 prisoners, wliich will be 
amply sofficient^ 

Bellabt.— In order to afford the 
necessary accommodation in the District 
Jail at ^ellary, it will be necessary to 
constmct two new wards, for 35 prismiers 
in each ward. There is sufficient avail- 
able space within the Jail enclosure, for 
the erection of these additional wards. 

KuBKOoiu — We would refer to the 
remarks on this Jail in the portion of oar 
Report headed " Alterations and In* 
provement of existing Jails," It will be 
necessary to build a new District Jail 
either at Kurnool or Nundial, for the 
accommodation of 100 prisoners. 

GuDPAPAH.— A.n addition must also be 
made to this Jail.

Maduka.— A neir District Jail for 309 

?ri8oner8 hat been propoted at Madora. 
'he estimated nnmber for whom acconu 
modation will be required is 220. A re^ 
dnetiott of 1 block, |th of the proposed 
JaU might with adrantage be made for 
the present. 

TiNNBYiLLT.— For the reasons stated 
in that portion of the report headed, **A1- 
terations and ImproTementa in existing 
Jails," we have recommended that a new 
Small District Jail be built at Tinnevelly, 
the present District Jail not admitting of 
improvement or addition. 

Mamoalori.— Although this JaU is of 
superior construction, the place it- 
seff is unhealthy, and the mortality in 
this Jail has always been large. Man- 
galore is therefore not suited to a Cen- 
tral Jail, and when a Central Jail is 
bniltat Cannanore, accommodation will 
only be required for between 70 and 80 
prisoners. 

The remaining space in this Jail can 
only be utilized as workshops and will 
thflu be in excesi of what is required. 



CoiMBATORX.— As explained in a pre- 
vious part of this report, the Coimbatore 
and Salem Jails will haye to contain all 
classes of prisoners. 

In completing tjie Coimbatore Jail it 
will be necessarr to build upper stories 
on two of the blocks. 
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18. From this statement it will be seen that in Jails affording 
proper accommodation for 4,492 prisoners^ there are at present confined 
6,802 prisoners, and these Jails have at certain periods of the year 
been mnch more crowded* We need make no comment on the urgent 
necessity for reform in this respect, for it has been recognized by the 
Government, and will be remedied when the new Jails are built ; but 
we b^ to bring the present condition of these prisoners, whose lives 
ore undoubtedly exposed to serious risk from over-crowding, to the 
prominent notice of Government, and we trust that the proposaJ

JAILS which we have made in another portion of this report, for the 

immediate employment of gangs of prisoners in the construction of 

the new Jails, will be approved. 

Additions and aUerationa required in District Jails. 

19. We now proceed to detail the various improvements required 
in each of those District Jaik which we propose to retain. 

Berhampore. — Subsoil drainage should be introduced. The sur- 
face drainage also requires iniprovement, especially in the neighbour- 
liood of interior walls and cook-houses. 

The water of the well within the Jail is of inferior quality, as in 
that of the neighbourhood ; the well might with advantage be deepened. 
A Jail garden is required ; there is no difficulty in getting the 
necessary groimd. 

Palisades, as originally designed, should be erected, parallel to the 
outer walls, at a distance of eight feet from the outer wall, so as to 
secure separation of yards, without interfering with ventilation of yards 
now impeded by the cross walls. 

Two^solitary cells are required. 

Huaaelcondcth, — Subsoil drainage should be introduced. The water 
for the. use of the prisoners is drawn from the river, which is likely to 
fail in hot weather. To supply this defect a well is required. There 
is no suitable spot -for a Jail garden in the neighbourhood. 

Vizagapatam. — Subsoil drainage is required in this new Jail 
which is under construction ; a well is also necessary. 

The same improvement as regards palisades, as recommended for 
Berhampore, is required in this Jail, and sun shades should be added 
to the doors and windows. There is no available space for a garden 
for this Jail. 

The Hospital is, like that at Berhampore, placed in a ward of the 
Jail which will be required for the accommodation of the prisoners. 
Two solitary cells are required. 

Rajahmundry, — Subsoil drainage is required. The lateral venti- 
lation in this Jail requires improvement. A Jail Garden should be 
established, and there is no difficulty in obtaining the ground required 
for this purpose- 
Two solitary cells are also wanted. 

MasuUpatam.— Suhaoil drainage will be requii'ed if this Jail is 
retained ; but as ihis prison is notoriously unhealthy, it is proposed to 
transfer prisoners sentenced to more than one month's imprisonment to 
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the District Jail at Guntoor. It has not been thought necessary to j^j^S 
recommend any alterations in the Masulipatam Jail. 

Guntoor. — Jail requires subsoil drainage. Floors of the wards 
require to be raised one foot, and the walls of the wards must be raised 
at least four feet, to afford the cubical space required. The present 
Jail garden requires extension. 

Two solitary cells are also wanted. 

Nellore. — ^This Jail- requires subsoil drainage. When the long- 
sentenced prisoners are removed to a Central Jail, the old part of the 
Jail should be altogether removed. In the newer part of the Jail, the 
roof requires complete repair, spaces being left open between the rafters 
and walls to secure ventilation. A suflScient plot of ground must be 
purchased for a Jail garden. 

Two solitary cells are also wanted. 

Kurnool. — ^There has been great uncertainty as to whether the 
District Jail is to be built here or at Nundial. The present building 
used for the confinement of prisoners does not deserve the name of a 
Jail ; it is an enclosure in the middle of the town, with common sheds 
of no value. 

If Kurnool is to be retained as the station for the Court and for 
the District Jail, a new Jail should be built without delay. At present, 
prisoners are often kept in tents in consequence of the insuflSiciency of 
the Jail accommodation. 

Ouddapah. — Subsoil drainage is required in this as in other Jails j 
saucer drains for carrying off the surface drainage should be substituted 
for the present deep drains. 

A Jail garden is required in this Jail. 

Bdlary. — Subsoil and surfitce drainage are both required in this Jail. 

Iron-bstrred doors and windows are required to insure the venti- 
lation of the building, A piece of land has been appropriated for 
conversion intd a Jail garden. 

Two solitary cells are also wanted. 

Chittoor. — ^This Jail is surrounded by a moat, and there may be 
difficulty in providing, as in other Jails, for subsoil drainage. 

Lateral ventilation should be improved by the substitution of 
iron-grated doors and windows, for the wooden batten doors. The 
Hospital drainage should be improved by both subsoil and surface^ 
drainage, as there is not the same difficulty in doing this, as in the case^ 
with the Jail ; a granite platform for washing should be built in the- 
Hospital yard. A Jail garden should be made. 

lix 
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Vellore,—T\Aa Jail will not be retained when the longnaentenced 
prisoners are removed. But in the meantime, some improvement 
might be made in the ventilation of this JaiL The prisoners are at 
present over-crowded in narrow wards, and although ihe Jml has been 
healthy, any epidemic would prove unusually &tal in this JaiL 

Chingleput* — This Jail requires subsoil and surfiice drainage, andl 
an enclosing wall. Two solitary cells are also wanted. The lateral ventila- 
tion requires improvement. The moats should be filled in, and a new 
entrance to the Fort made so as to {>revent the public road intersectii^ 
the Jail as at present. Cooking sheds should be built within the 
enclosing wall. 

Ouindy. — ^If the gang of prisoners is to be kept at Guindy, as at 
present, considerable improvements must be made in the lateral venti- 
lation, and an enclosing wall should be built ; but i£ out-of-door labor 
is to be discontinued, it seems unnecessary to retwa a gang of prisoners 
at Quindy, 

Cvddal&ire.-^Tln3 Jail requires subsoil drainage. The ventilatioB 
of the Jail should be improved by substituting iron-grated do<Hrs and 
windows for the present wooden batten doors and windows. The 
lateral ventilation should also be greatly increased. There is no avail- 
able ground for a Jail garden. 

Two solitary cells are wanted. 

Tromquebar.'^The Jail is situated in an old Dutch Fort. Boms 
of the cells in the case-mate have defective ventilation, but the pxisoneis 
are generally healthy, and from the position of this Jail and its 
peculiar construction no important improvement can be made to the 
buildings. A Jail garden should be made, and f6r this purpose there 
is ground available. 

Two solitary cells are wanted 

Tcmjore* — ^No alteration is required jm the present Jail, which is 
temporary, and is in a hired building. A |ie:w Jail has been sanctioned. 

Trickmopoly. — This Jail requires subsoil and sur&ee drainage. 
For the latter purpose saucer drains i^ould be substituted for the 
present deep drains. BEJisadea should be substituted for the dwarf 
walls at the end of the courts between the wards, except the division 
wall separating the Hospital from i^e wards, which should remain as 
at present. The well should be deepened but not wid^]^> as has ho&x 
proposed by the Officer in chsu'ge of the Jail. A Jail garden should be 
formed in the walled enclosure at the back of the Jail, 

Two solitary cells are also wanted. 
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Madura. — The present Jail will be abandoned, and a new Jail t^ils. 

constructed. No alterations which would entail expense can be recom- 
mended. 

Paumftum.-;— This Jail will be discontinued when intramural 
labor is general The wards are thatched, which is objectionable, and if, 
the Jail is retained, even temporarily, this ought to be remedied. 

TmneveUy. — It will be difficult to make the necessary additions 
and improvements to this building. On the new standard this Jail catn 
only accommodate sixty six prisoners. It is an old Choultry which has 
been added to. It will be necessary to build a new District Jail here 
to contain about 120 prisoners. 

Salem. — ^This is a new Jail which is not entirely completed. A 
separate building for a Hospital, properly enclosed, must be provided. 
A deep well to supply drinking water for the use of the prisoners must 
be sunk. 

CohnbOftOTe. — The present Jail is so unhealthy that it should not 
be retained. A Central Jail has been commenced. It is proposed also 
to provide in a portion of this Jail accommodation for prisoners 
sentenced to short terms of imprisonment. 

Ootacamund. — The number of prisoners will be greatly reduced 
as regards Native prisoners. The Jail requires both surface and sub- 
soil drainage, and the ventilation should be improved. The Jail garden 
(Should be enclosed and improved. Plans for a new Civil Jail have 
been submitted. 

Two solitary cells are also wanted, 

Calicut* — This Jail has always been subject to outbreaks of 
epidemic disease, and should be abandoned. The site is admirably 
suited for store^houses, &c., as it is close to the sea. The Jail ought 
to be moved to high ground ; the sale of the present Jail would pay 
for the constructi(m of a new building. 

Marigalore. — This JaS. requires subsoil drainage, and a garden 
which has been commenced should be completed. Hie supply of 
water must also be increased by deepening the well. 

Two solitary cells are also wanted; 

CocMn. — This 'small Jail for short-sentenced prisoners will be 
continued ; all that is required is to put it in thorough repair. 

Tellicherry. — All but the wards on the sea face are unfit for the 
nse of prisoners ; but when the long-sentenced prisoners are removed, 
sufficient and proper accommodation can be provided for prisoners under 
i?hort sentences, 
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Additional wards will be required for prisoners under trial, and 
for the Civil debtors. A garden should be made. 

Two solitary cells are also wanted. 
, Cannanore. — No District Jail is required here ; a new Central 
Jail has been proposed at this station. 

20. As jshewn above, new District Jails are required at Kumool, 
Madura, Tanjore, and Tinnevelly. These Jails have from the first been 
so defective and are in such a condition, that they are incapable of 
being rendered by alteration or addition suitable for the confinement 
of prisoners. 

We propose to abandon the use of the VeUore, Guindy, Paumbum, 
and Cannanore Jails, which are now occupied temporaiily by gangs of 
laboring convicts, 

21. When the alterations and additions which we have suggested 
are made to the District Jails, when the Central Jails are completed, 
and when proper superintendence has been secured, we may reckon on 
the introduction of a well organized system of intramural labor, and 
with this a more complete enforcement of Jail discipline. This has 
been hitherto impossible in our over-crowded Jails, the condition of 
which made out-of-door labor imperative. 

Jail Statistics. 

22. We would beg to press upon the attention of the Qovemmeni 
the urgent necessity of greater attention being paid to the maintenance 
of Jail Statistics. This will be attended by some expense, but will 
secure advantages which will more than justify the expenditure 
entailed. Owing to the absence of complete Judicial Statistics this 
report is much less accurate and less complete than it would otherwise 
have been, and this same difficulty will again recur whenever the 
Government desire information on the condition of Jails in this Presi- 
dency and the effect of Jail discipline, imless some uniform and 
complete system of Judicial Statistics is introduced. 

23. We can do no more in the present report than allude to this 
important subject, and to provide in the Manual of Jail Rules for the 
more necessary statistical forms to be kept in Jails. JaD. Statistics 
form only a branch of Judicial Statistics, and the whole subject 
requires much consideration before a complete form of Jail Returns 
can be devised. 

24. It will remain for the Inspector General of Jails to address 
the Government departmentally on any increase in the Jail Establish^ 
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Superintendence' 

25. The Calcutta Indian Jail Committee have, with justice, 
attached great importance to the selection of competent olBScers for the 
charge of both Central and District Jails, and have pointed out the 
Medical service as peculiarly qualified to furnish this class of officers. 

26. We attach the greatest importance to the Superintendent oi 
every Jail, whether Central or District, being regarded as the sole officer 
in charge of such Jail, and as being in that capacity directly responsi- 
ble to the Inspector Qeneral of Jails for the- good order and discipline 
of the Jail and the welfitre of the prisoners* 

27. We would, therefore, respectfully suggest an alteration in 
the arrangement at present sanctioned by Government, whereby the 
Magisiarates of Districts are nominally in charge of Jails, while the 
Superintendents, whether they be the Assistant Magistrates or the 
Civil Surgeons, have really the management of the Jails. This divides 
responsibility, and will not, we beKeve, be found useful. We recom- 
mend that the Sessions Judges and District Magistrates should be ex- 
oflScio visitors of Jails — checking by their presence and by occasional 
inspections, (reports of which will be submitted to the Inspector 
General of Jails,) the conduct of the Jail Superintendents. 

28. A separate officer should, as recommended by the Calcutta 
Jail Committee, be appointed as Superintendent of each Central Jail, 
on a salary of 800 Eupees a month consolidated allowance, with free 
quaiiieTS. For the charge of 1 st and 2nd Class District Jails, Superin- 
tendents at 150 Rupees and 80 Rupees per mensem respectively, 
should be appointed. For these appointments there are two classes 
of officers generally available in Districts : the Assistant Magistrates 
and the Civil Surgeons. 

29. Where qualified Civil Surgeons are available, we would 
recommend that they should be selected as Superintendents of District 
Jails, both because they are generally well qualified for the office, and 
because they are less liable to be absent from the locality of the Jails 
than the Assistant Magistrates. Where there are no Civil Surgeons 
stationed at the place where a District Jail is located, it would remain 
for the Government to select as Superintendent of such District Jail 
the Assistant Magistrate or other public officer. We recommend that 
officers appointed as Superintendents of Jails should be required withiii 
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a reasonable time to pass an examination testing their colloquial 
knowledge of the vernacular language <rf the JMstrict. 

JaUera. 

80. It is of great importance for the enforcement of Jail disci- 
pline that respectable men should be selected as Jailers, whether 
European, East Indian, or Native, and we therefore concur in the 
recommendation of the Calcutta Jail Committee that the salaries 
assigned to these officers should be respectively, 

Jailers of Central Jails, 150 « Rupees per mensem. 

Jailers of 1st Class District Jails, 100 Rupees per mensem. 

Jailers of 2nd Class District Jails, 50 Rupees per mensem. 

Jail RiUes. 
SI. In accordance with the instructions of the Government, we 
beg to submit a revised Code of Rules for the management of Jails ; 
we have embodied in these Rules the draft Rules relating to the duties 
of Medical Officers, which accompanied the Oovemment Proceedings of 
the 7th March last. 

82. We have been guided, in preparing this Manual, by the 
Rules recently sanctioned by the Government, and which are based on 
the recommendations of the Calcutta Jail Committee. 

83. We do not pretend that these Rules can be enforced in their 
entirety until the new Central Jails are built, and until it is possible 
to confine prison labor to the interior limits of Jails. We have decided, 
however, to prepare as complete a Manual of Jail Rules as possible, 
and to add a set of Rules for the guidance of officers in charge of pri- 
soners who, for the present, are employed on out-door labor. We have 
also prepared instructions for the guidance of officers in charge of 
Jails and Medical Officers, both when epidemic sickness appears in the 
neighbourhood of Jails, and also when such sickness declares itself in 
the Jails. In submitting the Manual of Jail Rules we may add that^ 
except to simplify some of the details, and to make such alterations as 
would render the Rules applicable to this Presidency, the drafb now 
presented to Government differs but little from the Rules prepared by 
the Sub-Committee of the Calcutta Jail Committee, and which have 
been adopted in Bengal. In all important respects the appended 
Manual contains, fully explained and detailed, for the use of the Jwl 
officers, all the principles laid down and the recommendations made by 
Hxe Calcutta Jail Committee, r^arding the health of prisoners, prison 
discipline, labor, and classification. 
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iAILS, 

34. As instructed by Government we have included in our 
inquiry the question of Jail dietary, and on this subject we have had 
the advantage of conferring with the Principal Inspector General of 
the Medical Department, and Dr. Cornish. We have also carefully 
examined the returns made on this subject by the Medical Officers in 
charge of Jails, who have submitted proposals for reformed Jail dietaries. 

35. After a careful consideration of this important subject, we 
recommend that the several Jails should, as regards the prisoners' 
diets, be divided into three classes : — 

1st — Jails where Rice is the principal staple of diet. 

2nd. — Jails where " Dry grains" are the principal staple of die t^ 

3rcZ. — ^Where mixed grains are used. 

36. The diet to be used for each of these classes is detailed in 
the following table, which also exhibits the Jails to be included in 
each of the several classes. 

When agang is working within any of the Districts classified below,, 
it will observe the diet of the Jail of the District in which it is located. 

37. We recommend that the following Rules regarding diet 
should be strictly observed : — 

let — When prisoners are employed on out-door labor, they shall 
have a warm meal before starting for their labor. 

9,nd. — They shall carry with, them to their work a small quantity 
of Raggee caketo be eaten at mid-day, and they shall have a third 
meaJ at 6 p. m., on returning from work. 

3rrf.— When the prisoners are employed on in-door labor, a small 
meal shall be given at 6 A. M., before commencing work. - 

4dh — They shall have a meal at noon with an hour's rest, and they 
shaE haV-e their last meal at the close of their day's labor or about 6 p. M. 

hth. — A reduction of one-fifth shall be made in the scale of diet in 
the case of women and juvenile prisoners* 

38- The proper recipe for carry powder is given in the Diet Table, 
and equivalents have been given in the marginal notes when, on 
account of local peculiarities, any change is made in articles of diet 
prescribed for any class. 

39. These dietaries have b^en specially prepared, at our request, 
by Dr. Cornish, with the approval of f h6 Principal Inspector General, . 
Medical Department, after an examination of th6 recommendations 
made by the Medical Officers in charge of the Jails throughout the 
Presidency. We believe that they are well suited to maintain the 
health and strength of the prisoners in Jail,

40. We beg, in conclusion, to bring to the special notice of 
Government, the great mortality that at present prevails in some of 
the over-crowded Jails of this Presidency. 

41. This will undoubtedly be remedied when the Central Jails, 
which we have recommended, are built and occupied by prisoners. 
Although many of the present Jails are ill-designed, badly situated, 
and badly built, many of them not having been origiually intended for

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Jails, it is to the' excessive crowding of prisoners that the lamentable 
mortality that has prevailed in the Jails must principally be attributed. 
How great this mortality has been for many years past is well known 
to the Government ; and that this mortality, arising &om over-crowd- 
ing, continues, is sufficiently evidenced by the recent outbreak of 
cholera at Nellore, where up to the date at which we are writing, 178 
prisoners had been attacked, of whom 84 have died. 

42. A considerable time must elapse before the new prisons can 
be built, and it is to guard against the over-crowding of Jails and its 
certain consequence, a heavy death rate, that we beg to surest that 
the most over-crowded Jails should be relieved of their prisoners, by 
the formation of special gangs of able-bodied convicts, carefully selected 
who should be employed in the construction of the new Central Jails. 

43. If the workshops \^hich will- be required for these Jails be 
first constructed, they will serve as temporary barracks for the 
prisoners employed in building the JaiL The Jail enclosure should be 
the next portion of the building completed, and when this is finished 
the prisoners can be effectually guarded, and all escapes prevented 
until the Jail is completed. 

44. While the workshops and enclosures are under construction, 
the prisoners must be hutted. This will no doubt somewhat add to 
the expense of the construction of these Central Jails, and will per- 
haps allow of occasional escapes. But we respectfully suggest that 
outbreaks such as that which has recently taken place at Nellore, and 
in previous years at Salem and Calicut, make it a matter of the most 
urgent necessity to obviate, even in an incomplete and defective man- 
ner, the certain results of deficient Jail accommodation. 

45. The mortality that took place at Lovedale, near Ootacamnnd 
is not, we believe, any valid argument against the course we have 
recommended of hutting prisoners employed on public works. If the 
prisoners are carefully selected, well hutted, in climates which are not 
uncongenial to them, we believe that the unskilled labor necessary 
for the construction of new Jails may be safely furnished by convicts, 
to the great and immediate relief of the over-crowded District Jails.

Madras, lO^A April 1865. 
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Order thereon, 16th June 1865, No. 877. 

In the Proceedings of (Jovernment, under date the 7th February- 
last, the Inspector General of Jails and President of the Sanitary 
Commission were directed to form themselves into a Committee, for 
the purpose of collecting, and placing before Government, the infor- 
mation which is requisite to enable the Government to determine 
what additional Jail accommodation is required in this Presidency, and 
what measures should be taken for improving each of the existing Jails, 
or otherwise carrying out the measures suggested in the Report of the 
Indian Jail Committee which assembled at Calcutta in March last 
year, or any others that may be deemed advisable. The Committee 
were instructed to include in the scope of their inquiry the question of 
a Jail dietary, and to prepare a revised code of Rules £3r the manage- 
ment of Jails. 

2, The Grovernment haye now before them the Report prepared by 
the Committee in accordance with the foregoing instructions, and also 
a letter from the Inspector General of Jails, submitting his own views, 
and those of several of the local officers, as to the best arrangement to 
he made for the superintendence of the Jails- A letter on the latter 
subject from the Session Judge of Gq.ddapah,is also recorded at the 
head of these Piioceedings. 

3, Orders will be passed hereafter on the draft code of Rules, 
which has been referred to the Principal Inspector General of the 
Medical Department, and to the Inspector General of Police, for their 
remarks on such of the rules as relate in any way to their respective 
Departments. The Governor in Council will now dispose of what are 
the most pressing matters treated of in the Committee's Report, viz:— 

(ct) . — The number and location of the additional Central Jails 
to be- erected. 

(6). — ^The steps to be taken for improving the existing Jails. • 

(c). — ^Tbe means to be adopted for affording early relief to over- 
qrowded Jails ; and 

^d) . — ^The officers to be selected for the charge of each Jail. 

4, CentralJaiU. — On the first point, the Governor iii Council 
approves of the recommendation of the Commissioners. Additional 
Central Jails will be built at Bellary, Cannajiore, Vellore, and Trichino- 
poly ; the two former to contain 800 prisoners each, and the two 
latter 1,000 prisoners each. The Jail now under construction at 
Coimbatore, and the Jail at Salem which has been completed, will, for 
the reasons assigned by the Committee, be used both as Central and , 
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District Jails, In planning the new Jails, and in determining the 
number of prisoners to be kept in the existing Jails, when suflBcient 
additional accommodation shall be available, due regard will be paid 
to the rule laid down by the Government of India, that each prisoner 
is to be allowed a minimum superficial area of 36 square feet, and a 
cubical space of 648 feet. The Central Jails will be for the imprison- 
ment of persons whose sentences exceed one year. All person^ sen- 
tenced to one year or less, will bo confined in the District Jails, 
except at Coimbatore and Salem, where provision will be made for both 
classes of convicts in one Jail, with the view of avoiding the additional 
expense of new District Jails at those stations. When the new 
Central Jails are ready, convicts will be sent to them, respectively, from 
the Districts specified in the 14th paragraph of the Committee's 
Report. An exception, however, will be made in the case of Khond 
convicts who will, as hitherto, be imprisoned in the Jail at Russel- 
condah. A similar exception will be made in the case of the other 
tribes inhabiting the hill tracts of Oanjam and Vizagapatam. 

5. Arrangements to be Tnadefor improving existing Jails. — ^The 
recommendations of the Committee, in regard to the steps to be taken 
for improving the existing Jails, appear to His Excellency in Council 
to require further consideration and examination on the spot. From 
what came under the observation of His Excellency, in the course of his 
late tour inth6 Northern Circars, when he inspected the new Jail at Ber- 
hampore, and the Jail now being built at Waltair, he is satisfied that in 
two cases, at all events, the remedies proposed by the Committee are not 
sufficient to correct the existing defects. He, accordingly, directs that 
at each station a Committee be at once formed, composed of the Officer 
in charge of the Jail, the Medical Officer, and an Officer of the 
Public Works Department, who will report how far the suggestions 
made by the Inspector General of Jails, and the President of the Sani- 
tary Commission, are, in their opinion, sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of the Jail, and whether any other improvements are requisite, 
submitting in each case, plans and estimates of the proposed alterations 
and additions, which will be forwarded to the Superintending Engineer, 
if he be not a member of the Committee, for submission to Government 
in the Department of Public Works, 

6. The several Committees will refer to the remarks of His 
Excellency the Governor, on the Berhampore and Waltair Jails, and to 
the report of the Inspector General of Hospitals on the former ; both 
of which are recorded in these Proceedings. They will also be fur- 
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nished with copies of the draft code of Rules, in order that they may ■^• 
obtain a clear insight into what are likely to be the actual requirements 
of the several Jails. Whenever the Superintending Engineer can con- 
veniently act on the Committee, he will do so. If not, he will depute 
one of his best executive officers for the duty. 

7. Means to he adopted for affording early relief to over-crowded 
' Jails. — It is of the greatest importance, as the Inspector General of 
Jails and the President of the Sanitary Commission justly observe, 
that something should be done, as speedily as possible, to relieve the 
present over-crowded Jails, the number of convicts in which is more 
than 50 per cent, in excess of that which, according to the standard 
laid down by the Government of India, ought to be confined in them. 
The expedient which is suggested in the report now under consider- 
ation, that large gangs of convicts should be hutted on the sites 
selected for the new Central Jails, and should then be employed in 
building the JaiLs, is probably the best that, under the circumstances 
could be adopted. The first work on which the convicts should be 
employed is the outer waU of the Jail. They should then build the 
workshops, in which they can live, pending, the completion of the Jail 
buildings. Before, however, anything can be done, the sites of the 
new Jails must be fixed on, and then plans and estimates must be 
prepared. The Inspector General of Jails is probably well acquainted 
with the various sites available ; but before settling Ihem, the Govern- 
ment would wish to have the opinions of the local officers. The 
Principal Inspector General of the Medical Department will, accordingly, 

depute a Medical officer at each of the four 
CaDnjmore. stations named in the margin, to conf^- with 

T^^^' the District Magistrate and the SuperiQtend- 

ing Engineer of the Division as to the best site 
for the projected Central Jail ; and these officers will submit a report 
on the subject through the Inspector General of Jails, who, if he thinks 
fit, will place himself in communication with them previous to the prepa- 
ration of their Report, and will forward it to Government, with such 
remarks as he may deem proper. Each Report should be accompanied by 
a plan of the proposed site, shewing the position and relative distances of 
any villages, tanks, rivers, topes, or hills that may be in its immediate 
neighbourhood. The direction of the prevailing winds should be 
specified, and the nature of the soil. The reports should be prepared so 
as to reach the Inspector General of Jails not later than the 1st August, 
^nd should be laid before Government by the 10th of that month, 
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8. The duty of settling the plans of the Jails in question will be 
best performed by a Central Committee at the Presidency, composed 
of the Inspector General of Jails, a Medical officer^ and an Engineer 
officer, who will carefully examine the plans of the Jails now being 
built at Rajahmundry, and at Coimbatore, and will adapt them, with 
such modifications as they may deem necessary, to the requirements 
of the new Jails ; sketch plans being sent in each case to the Super- 
intending Engineer, for such alterations as the nature of the site and 
other local circumstances may render necessary. For this duty, the 
Governor in Council resolves to associate Dr. Mackenzie, Inspector 
General of Hospitals, and Lieutenant Colonel Anderson, Consulting 
Engineer for "Railways, with the Inspector General of Jails. This 
Committee will report, with as little delay as possible, the number 
of prisoners they would propose to locate on the site of each of the 
projected Central Jails, and the cost of hutting them ; and in preparing 
the estimates, due allowance will be made by the Superintending 
Engineer for the labor of the convicts. Government attach great 
importance to the speedy and careful preparation of the plans and 
estimates now ordered. As soon as they are furnished, an application 
for a special grant will be made to the Government of India, who 
have stated that they " will be prepared to make the necessary provi- 
" sion of funds for giving early effect to any carefully considered 
" proposal for increasing Jail accommodation, wherever it is manifestly 
" insufficient." 

9. Superintendence of Jatfe,— The only question which remains 
to be determined is, that of the arrangements to be made for the superin- 
tendence of the Jails in future. It is recommended in the Report of 
Messrs. Ellis and Rohde, now under consideration, that in superses- 
sion of the arrangement ordered by Government in their Proceedings 
of the 5th October last, but which has not yet been carried out, of 
placing each District Jail under the general supervision of the Magis- 
trate of the District, who is to nominate from time to time, for the 
approval of Government, an officer for the immediate management of 
the Jail, who is to be either one of his Assistants, Covenanted or Un- 
covenanted, or the Zillah Surgeon of the station, that, as a general rule, 
the Zillah Surgeon be appointed the sole Superintendent of the District 
Jail, directly responsible to the Inspector General, the Session Judge 
and Magistrate of the District being ex-officio visitors of the Jail. 

10. On further consideration, the Governor in Council is disposed 
to concur in the opinion expressed in the 26th paragraph of the Report 
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above alluded to, that " the Superintendent of every Jail, whether Cen- j; 
*' tral or District, should be regarded as the sole officer in charge of jails. 
** such Jail, and as being, in that capacity, directly responsible to the 
** Inspector General of Jails for the good order and discipline of the 
•* Jail, and the welfare of the prisoners ;" the Session Judge and Magis- 
trate being in each case" ex-officio visitors of the Jail, except in those 
cases in which the Session Judge may desire to retain the charge, and 
it may be considered advisable that he should do so. 

11. So many changes, however, have taken place since the 
reports forwarded with Mr. Rohde*s letter of the 18th February last, 
that in many cases the recommendations made in them cannot now be 
acted on. Moreover, those recommendations were made on the under- 
standing that the selection was to be confined to Zillah Surgeons and 
Assistant Magistrates, and that the general supervision of the Jail was 
to be vested in the Magistrate. The Governor in Council directs 
that each Magistrate will submit, not later than the 15th proximo, 
the name of the officer whom he would recommend for the charge 
of the District Jail, with a brief statement of his qualifications. The 
Superintendents should, as a general rule, be Europeans, holding 
appointments which do not take them away from the Jail station, 
men of good business habits, and possessing energy and firmness of 
character, Zillah Surgeons, Military Staff Officers, whose duties keep 
them stationary. Cantonment Magistrates, Deputy Collectors in charge 
of the Treasury, if Europeans, may all be considered eligible. It is not 
advisable that a Joint Magistrate, Head Assistant or Assistant Magis- 
trate, whose Revenue work takes him into the Taluks during a portion 
of the year, should be put in charge of the JaiL For each Jail Superin- 
tendent, the Government of India have sanctioned an allowance of 
Rupees 100 for the charge of a 1st Class Jail, and Rupees 60 for the 
charge of a 2nd Class Jail, subject, however, to the proviso that when 
the charge is held by an officer employed in the Civil administration 
Covenanted or Uncovenanted, this allowance is not to be given. The 
recommendation of the Session Judge of Cuddapah, that the charge of 
the Jail should be entrusted to an Assistant Superintendent of Police 
is quite inadmissible. 

12, The salaries proposed by the Inspector General of Jiails and 
Preeddent <rf the Sanitary Commission for the Superintendents of Cen- 
tral Jails, and for the Jailers, are approved, subject, however, to an 
exception in the case of the Salem and Coimbatore Jails, the Superin- 
tendents of which will, in the opinion of the Oovernor in Council, be 
sufficieniiy remunerated by a salary <rf Rupees 600 per mensem, the 
niuKiber of prisoners to be confined m eacb of these Jails being much 
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below the number proposed for the other Central Jails. A reference 
in regard to the salaries to be assigned to the Superintendents of these 
Jails, and also regarding the salaries of the Jailers, will be made to the 
Supreme Government.

Your telegram to Home Department, dated eleventh. No special 

grant can be given ; but any arrangement the Government of Madras 

may be able to make within its Budget grant will be sanctioned. 



From the Chief Secretary to the Government of Fort Saint George, 
Judicial Department, to the Secretary to the Government of India, 
Public Works Department, dated 4th August 1866, No. 1,209. 

1. Adverting to the 1st paragraph of Colonel Orr's letter of the 12th 
ultimo. No. 2,182, 1 am directed to submit, for the consideration of His 
Excellency the Viceroy and Governor General of India in Council, the 
annexed copy of a Minute by His Excellency Lord Napier, in which 
His Lordship has reviewed at length the requirements of this 
Presidency, in the matter of Jail accommodation, as well as the necessity 
of providing better accommodation for lunatics. I am directed to state 
that the other Members of the Government entirely concur in His 
Lordship's views and recommendations, and to request that, under the 
circumstances, and, adverting to the promise given in Mr. Secretary 
Bayley's letter, of the 23rd June 1864, No, 952, to the eflTect that the 
Government of India would be prepared to make the necessary provision 
of funds for giving early effect to any carefully considered proposals 
for increasing Jail accommodation, wherever it may be manifestly in- 
sufficient, the Governor General in Council will be pleased to reconsider 

• the decision conveyed in your telegram of the 12th January last, and to 
sanction a special grant of Rupees 2,00,000, or such sum as the state of the 
finances may admit of, to be expended on Jail buildings in the course of 
the present o^cial year, in order that the erection of the projected 
Central Jails at Vellore and Trichinopoly may be at once proceeded- with^ 

2. I am to explain, with reference to the remarks made in the 
25th paragraph of Lord Napier's Minute, that the sums therein referred 
to,*amounting to Rupees 1,95,000, cannot now be obtained by transfers 
from the Budget, the greater part of the reserve having been expended, 
while expenditure has been already incurred on many of the items i 
forming the sum of Rupees 95,000. The buildings, however, to which 
His Lordship proposed to appropriate the sums in question will be 
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proceeded with, and their cost will be met from savings in the General jj^ 



Budget. 



Minute by the Eight Honorable the President, dated 10th 

July 1866. 

1. The defective condition of the Jails in this Presidency has long 
been attested by a death-rate which might well touch the conscience 
of a Government which admits its duties in reference to the life, 
welfare, and reformation of criminals, 

2. Measures for the correction of abuses, which constituted a 
reproach to civilized administration, have been for years past contem- 
plated, and in part embraced, by the Government of Madras ; nor has 
their solicitude been unshared by the Supreme Government, which 
pledged itself, in Mr. Secretary Bayley's letter, of June 23rd, 1864, " to 
"make the necessary provision of funds for giving early effect to any 
''carefully matured proposals for increasing Jail accommodation, 
" wherever it is now manifestly insufficient." 

3. Conformably to the principles thus avowed, the construction 
of six Central Jails has been sanctioned in this Presidency at the 
following places : Salem, Coimbatore, Rajahmundry, Cannanore, Vel- 
lore, and Trichinopoly. At the same time, it has been determined to 
repair, develope, and improve almost all the District Jails in the coun- 
try, and to rebuild several. The local lock-up houses and places of 
preliminary detention, though most insufficient, have necessarily been 
left for after consideration. From time to time, some palliatives are 
sanctioned for evils which it is impossible at present radically to remedy. 

4. When the construction of the projected six Central Jails has 
been completed, it is estimated that these establishments, in connection 
with the improved District Jails, will afford proper and sufficient 
accommodation for about 9,000 prisoners^ the number which the 
Presidency may probably furnish, but which, as a yearly average, has 
not yet been attained. 

5. The perspective of Jail improvement which is thus opened 
would be satisfactory if there was any security that the end desired 
would be certainly and rapidly attained ; but this is not the case. The 
design, which was pushed forward at first with benevolence and ardour, 
is in some danger of being arrested. 

Little has been sanctioned for the present year. It becomes my 
duty once more to record the wrongs and sufferings of the prisoners 
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in our charge ; to point out what can be effected for their partial relief 
from local resources ; and to urge the Supreme Government to redeem 
its promise by sanctioning a larger expenditure than that which we 
can independently undertime. 

6. The Central Jail at Salem is alone completed. That of Coimba- 
tore is nearly terminated.- The buildings at Rajahmundry are about 
half finished. At Cannanore, Vellore, and Trichinopoly nothing has 
been done. 

7. It would be unjust to deny the benefits which have been 
already conferred even by the works commenced. The pressure on 
certain Bisirict Jails has been materially lightened by the drafts of 
prisoners employed on the construction of the new buildings, or transfer- 
red to them for confinement. Many lives have probably been saved in 
this way. In some places the mortality^ which had attained disastrous 
proportions^ has sunk to something like a normal death-rate. 

8. It would, however, be an error to suppose that the relief 
hitherto procured is such as to justify the Government in relaxing its 
efforts to obtain Jail accommodation fully commensurate f(wr the wants 
of the Presidency. On the contrary, the two last years have witnessed 
in the Jails of Madras both a continuous loss of life from various 
maladies indigenous to neglected prisons, and sudden out-bursts and 
ravages of epidemic disorders in these institutions, which cannot 
be recorded without deep concern, and which are certainly susceptible 
of being restrained. 

9. With the view of illustrating these evils, the accompanying 
return has been prepared with reference to nine Jails which seem 
most subject to a high death-rate, either chronic or occasional It 
shews the rates of mortality during the last four years, calculated on 
ihe average daily number of prisoners; the classes in which such 
mortality has occurred ; and the diseases by which it has been caused, 

10. It will here be seen that for these four successive years, res- 
pectively, the average annual death-rate in these nine Jails has been 
eleven, fifteen, twenty, and twenty-one per cent. The highest death-rate 
reached in any year in any single Jail was at Calicut, where the loss was 
nearly fifty-five percent, on the daily average. The same Jail shews 
the highest average death-rate in the four years, upwards of thirty-one 
per cent. It is, however, followed at no great distance by Tellicherry, 
with a culminating death-rate of forty-one, and a mean death-rate of 
twenty-four per cent.; by Rajahmundry, with forty-two and twenty- 
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two in the same categories ; and by Madura, with twenty-eight and 
eighteen per cent. 

The mean annual death-rate in the nine Jails struck on the four 
years is nearly seventeen per cent * 

11. In instituting a comparison between the death-rate in Jails, 
and that of other classes of men, it would not, however, be strictly 
correct to adopt, as the basis of comparison, the death-rate calculated 
on the daily average number of prisoners ; for the population of a Jail 
is a tratsitory and fluctuating quantity, and on the whole year many 
more than the daily average are brought under the influence of Jail 
life and discipline, for good or evil. 

I do not possess any scientific formula for calculating the rate of 
mortality under these circumstances, so as to bring it accurately into 
juxta-position with that of other bodies of a more stable, though not of 
an absolutely stationary, character, such as. a Regiment, or the inhabi- 
tants of a parish, or the population of a country. I conceive, however, 
that if to the daily average number about one-third be added, in con- 
sideration of those who come and go, and if, consequently, the same? 
proportion be subtracted from the death-rate calculated on the daily 
average number, it would be a liberal allowance. I will, therefore, 
as the basis of comparison, assume the avemge annual death-rate in 
the nine Jails under consideration not to be seventeen per cent., but, in 
round numbers, to be twelve per cent. This rate of mortality is seven 
times greater than the mortality of a European Ee^ment in the Madras 
Presidency; it is twelve times greater^than that of a Native Regi- 
ment in Cantonments; it is fifteen times greater than the death-rate 
in a Well-managed Jail in England ; it is fifteen times greater than 
that of the common civil population in England. The death-rate 
among the miscellaneous inhabitants of an Indian city has not been 
very exactly ascertained. It is estimated, on returns little worthy of 
confidence, to be rather more than ten per thousand ; if we assume it 
to be twelve per thousand, the death-rate of the Jail is still ten times 
greater than that of the Town. 

12. Such being the actual and comparative death-rate ill the bad 
Jails of the Madras Presidency, we may naturally inquire what the 
normal death-rate ought to be in a Native Jail under a good system 

* N0TB.--I11 the year 1864-65, the death-rate on the average daily namber of prisoners 
in a/2 the Jails of the Presidency was 12i per cent., 998 deaths on 7,855 prisoners; but 
the ayerage daily strength is not a proper basis for €ompar<iiiv€ statements. 
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^^ of management. The reply may be deduced from analogy, or supplied 
from experience. 

13. In England, the death-rate in prisons does not exceed that of 
the general population of the most favorable age. It is less than in 
the Army. Prisoners have considerable advantages with regard to the 
maintenance of health compared with other men. Good lodging, 
sufficient food, light work, regular medical assistance, enforced sobriety, 
protection against contagion from without, and the power of removal 
in case of necessity, ought to place them in a superior sanitary position 
to the lower orders of the general population : on the other hand, the 
depression of spirits incidental to confinement is a predisposing cause 
of sickness, and the pressure of numbers in a limited area may render 
the progress of infectious disease at first more rapid and fatal if it 
once breaks out. The influences favorable to prisoners ought not to 
be less operative in India than in Europe, If the effects of change 
of climate and diet"*^ be narrowly observed, I cannot see speculatively 
why the death-rate among this class need be higher than that of the 
miscellaneous population, viz., twelve per thousand. Yet, as the Native 
constitution may possibly be more susceptible of deterioration by con- 
finement than the European, as our experience is of short date, as the 
means of organization and control are less perfect here t)ian in Europe, 
and as, with the best intentions in the superior authorities, there will 
still be errors and abuses in the subordinate management, I am 
willing to concede that the mortality in a Native Jail might rise to an 
average of twenty per thousand, or two per cent. As in the Jails imder 
consideration it is twelve per cent., if the basis of my argument be 
sound, ten per cent, are destroyed by the neglect of Government. 

14. The same conclusion is warranted by experience, that is, by 
the results exhibited in the healthiest Jails of the Madras Presidency. 
In the prisons at Guindy, Tanjore, and Vellore, the mortality in the 

' years 1863-64 and 1864-65, was from one to two per cent. There are 
examples of the same low rate in other places ; yet no exceptional 
intelligence or care seems to have been exercised in those places, nor do 
they enjoy any extraordinary privileges of position. 

*NoTE.— A gang of nearly 500 convicts was employed at the Lawrence Ai^Iom Works 
on the Neilgherry Hills in the year 1864-6&. Of this number, 128 died in the year, chiefly 
of scurvy and ulcers caused by bad food, by an uncongenial climate, by exposure^ and, I 
suspect, by labor in irons. This shocking mortality lies at the door of those who selected 
the drafts from ^e Jails in the plains, and of those who made no sufficient preparation for 
their reception on the Hills. After this sacrifice of life, proper measures were^taken tot 
the diet, protection, and treatment of the convicts... The gang is now very healthy, 
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15. The causes of the great sacrifice of life in the Madras Jails 
are defects in the buildings^ attacks of epidemic diseases^ and a general 
inadequacy of space, 

16. Defects of position and construction are so numerous and 
general, that it would be superfluous to analyze and enumerate them. 
They are set forth in detail in the report addressed by the Inspector 
General and the Sanitary Commissioner to Government, under date 
the 10th April 1865, and in previous communications on the same 
subject. In some places the Jail is placed in the casemates of an old 
fort, or it is in the centre of a town, or it is intersected by a public road, 
or it is the adaptation of a barrack or of a Native rest-house, or of a 
private dwelling. In all the old, and in some of the recent buildings, 
provisions for ventilation have been neglected ; in' almost all, subsoil 
drainage has been deficient ; in some, there has been no hospital ; 
at some there is no garden or recreation ground ; in some the soil is 
BO tainted by excretions, and the walls so saturated with disease, that 
the place is incurable, and must be abandoned ; in some there is a 
mysterious liability to sickness, that cannot be explained by apparent 
material facts. The death-rate is not always highest where the locality 
or the structure is most objectionable, ^ 

17. If epidemic disease were a powerful agency in raising the 
death-rate, that might be in a measure consolatory to Government ; 
for the apparition and destructive power of cholera are sometimes 
beyond human anticipation and control. But an inspection of the 
return will not wholly justify this reflection. There are undoubtedly 
occasions on which cholera suddenly breaks out, claims its victims, 
and as promptly vanishes* 

In the years 1862-63 and 1863-64, there was not one single death 
from cholera in the Jail atpKellore,and in other respects it was unusually 
healthy ; in 1864-65, ninety-five persons were swept off by the disease ; 
in 1865'^66, the mortality from the same cause declined to four. At 
Calicut, in 1862-63, there were eighty-six deaths by cholera ; in 
1865-66, forty deaths ; in the two intervening years none at all. At Telli- 
cherry there were for three years no deaths by cholera ; in the fourth 
year there were twenty-two. As a general rule, however, when cholera 
does come, it is most &tal in Jails which are otherwise unhealthy, and it 
is often found, as at Calicut and Tellicherry, in its greatest virulence, 
associated with dysentery, fever, and anasarca, which is the result of 
Jail diarrh^ Jail rrform will not extirpate cholera \ but the locality 
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^' will be kss congenial to the maliwiy, and the sufferer will be better

able to resist it* 

18. After all, it is satisfactory to observe that the defects of 
construction and situation, and the deadly visitations of epidemic 
disorders, are mere auxiliary forces in producing the death*rate» The 
main agency is over-crowding. The prisoners perish by impure air. 
If this cause implies most reproach to Government, it is also the cause 
most easy to subdue. Government has only to build more Jails, and 
the prisoners will be saved. It is a simple question of arithmetic : we 
can redeem so much life with so much money. At the close of the 
year 1864-65, 8,120 persons were confined in Jails which, according to 
the standard of the Supreme Government, contained accommodation 
for 4,492. There was, therefore, an excess of 3,628 prisoners, who were 
doing injury to each other and to the normal number. The pressure 
may not have been quite so great during the past year, for prisoners 
have been placed in the Central Jail at Coimbatore, and there are 
gangs of convicts established for labor at various points of the Neil- 
gherry range. The death-rate of 1865-66 was, however, rather larger 
than the death-rate of the preceding year ; the number of prisoners 
has increased, and it will probably increase still more under the pressure 
of the prevailing scarcity of food. At certain periods of the current year, 
there will probably be not less than 3,000 prisoners thrust into habita- 
tions already full. I need not add that the general excess of prisoners 
over the general capacity of the Jails affords no accurate picture of the 
local mischief occasionally inflicted. In particular Jails, at particular 
moments, the actual number of inmates, compared with the legitimate 
space, is much higher than the general disproportion, and the distress- 
ing effects may easily be conceived. There is an example of 195 being 
confined where the proper number would be fifty-three ; another of 
499 being lodged in the room adapted for 175 ; another of 347 being 
received where 117 was the normal strength. It would be idle to 
multiply instances. The deadly effect of crowding is not a mere 
speculative inference. It is practically demonstrated by the salutary 
result obtained by thinning over-peopled Jails. The Jail at Bajahmun* 
dry is calculated to hold seventy-seven. The average number confined 
in it, during the last quarter of J.865-66, was 120. There were fourteen 
deaths in ten months and ten days. Ojx the 10th of April, sixty were 
drafted out to the works at the Central Jail, and vigorous measures 
were embraced for purifying the building, l?he mortality instantly 
^^disappeared. For six weeks there was uot 9, sipgle deaths and on the 
Jxxx 
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29th of May the report shewed a strength of 102 with one ^' 

J A XT O 

man sick. At Calicut the average number confined during the same 
quarter in a prison adapted for 260 was 328. In the three months 
thirty-four died without a single case of cholera. In April, however, 
128 prisoners were transferred elsewhere. In May, and the first"half 
of June, there were only two deaths. The buildings, however, of this 
notorious prison are bad, and the position is condemned. 

I must add that both these prisons will be rapidly filled up again 
unless extensive works are undertaken elsewhere, and hundreds of 
convicts are hutted out. 

19. In contemplating measures for the acceleration of Jail reform, 
we ought not to lose sight of any branch of the general undertaking. 
The correction of defects in District Jails which are to be preserved, 
the construction of new District Jails, and the expansion of general 
Jail accommodation by the construction of Central Prisons, should 
all go hand in hand. 

20. During the present financial year, the sum of Rupees 50,000 
might be advantageously laid out in the improvement of District Jails, 
in conformity with the plans submitted by the Inspector General, and 
approved by Government, selecting the most urgent cases for prior 
execution. 

21. Plans and estimates have been prepared for rebuilding the 
Jails at Madura and Calicut, both of which have long since been 
condemned as among the worst in the Presidency. It is hoped that the 
cost of the Jail at Madura, estimated at above one lakh, may not exceed 
Rupees 70fi00, if a cheaper style of construction be adopted, and if 
convict labor be vigorously applied, in conformity with the strict 
injunctions of the Supreme Government and the example of Northern 
India. 

The Jail at Calicut will be rather more expensive. The outlay 
on each during the remaining portion of the present year may, 
however, be limited to Rupees 30,000. 

22. In the Budget of the current year, sums have been already 
appropriated to the completion of the Central Jails at Rajahmundry 
and Coimbatbre, according to the amount of the estimates for those 
buildings respectively. Rupees 43,679 have been awarded to the 
former. Rupees 50,000 to the latter. 

I do not propose, at present, to add any thing to these appro- 
priations, though they will doubtless prove insufficient. I would, 
however, respectfully suggest that the Central Jail at Cannanore, for 
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^' which a site has been selected and a plan prepared, should be im- 
mediately advanced with energy. Rupees 60,000 might be expended 
on this work during the present season. 

23. To these appropriations, we must add about Rupees 5,000 for 
the expense of hutting the convicts, and their guards, in connection 
with the new works. 

24. I also submit the expediency of setting apart Rupees 20,000 
for the commencement of a Lunatic Asylum at Madras, a subject 
to which I shall return at the end of this minute. 

25. The projected expenditure would, therefore, be as follows :— 

BS. 

For improvements in the old District Jails 50,000 

For a new District Jail at Madura • .m 30,000 

For a new District Jail at Calicut 30,000 

For the new Central Jail at Cannanore 60,000 

For hutting Convicts and Guards ... 5,000 

For the Lunatic Asylum at Madras 20,000 

1,95,000 
The sum of Rupees 1,95,000 can be obtained from our local 
resources by the application of one lakh from the Reserve Fund, and 
by the transfer of Rupefes 95,000 from other appropriations on the 
Budget of Public Works in the Civil Department. 

26. According to the present scheme, the convicts at Madura and 
Calicut would be hutted on the locality of their future priscms, and 
build themselves in. They would thus be withdrawn from the influences 
which have made the old prisons so obnoxious to health and life. 
Three or four hundred convicts could be employed on the Central Jail 
at Cannanore. As the Jails at Rajahmundry and Coimbatore approach 
completion, they will be gradually filled up. In this way, before 
the end of the current year, about 1,000 prisoners may be eliminated 
from the existing Jails, leaving the excess at the reduced, but still 
formidable, amount of 2,000. 

27. It is for the extrication and employment of these 2,000 
prisoners, or of a large portion of them, that this Government is, in my 
humble judgment, constrained once more to appeal to the Supreme 
Government. In the letter addressed to the Governor General of 
India in Council by this Government, on the 9th March 1865, the 
Government of India was earnestly requested to appropriate the sum 
of two lakhs, as an addition to the amount of the Public Works' grant 
in this Presidency for the current year, with a view to the commence- 
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ment of the New Central Jails. To this appeal, concerning a question 
of the highest social importance, and based on a distinct engagement 
on the part of the Supreme Government, no reply has, after the lapse 
of seven months, been received ; for, though a communication in 
general terms has b^en recently transmitted to this Government on 
the subject of Public Works, the question of prisons and the appli- 
cation regarding them has not been so much as adverted to. It is no 
doubt repugnant to natural feeling to reiterate arguments which remain 
unanswered, and solicitations which remain unnoticed, nor can we be 
insensible to the numerous demands which beset the Supreme Govern- 
ment in all the departments of public expenditure ; but the cause in 
which this Government has spoken, and is now asked to speak, is 
one in which the moral character of the English administration in 
India is plainly at stake. It will not do for us to be silent, iior 
can the Supreme Government seriously intend to close its eyes and 
its ears. If the Supreme Government cannot heal these wrongs 
of ancient standing all at once, it can, at least, recognize and discuss 
them when its attention and assistance are respectfully invoked, and 
afford some imperfect help. I cannot do less than advise a new appli* 
cation for the sum set down in the letter of December last With a 
grant of two lakhs, the Central Jails at Rajahmundry and Coimbatora 
could be more rapidly completed, and a considerable advance might be 
made in those of Vellore and Trichinopoly. But the sum of one lakh 
even would enable us to make a commencement at the two last 
mentioned places in the current year, and thus relieve the existing 
prisons from the deadly pressure under which they labor. From the limited 
resources of the local Budget, no more can, at present, be supplied. 
In the higher interest of prison reform, sums would even, according to 
my present proposal, be withdrawn from works of considerable material 
utility. 

28. It now remains for me to justify the proposal that the sum of 
Rupees 20,000 should be at once applied to the commencement of 
a Lunatic Asylum at Madras. This question is closely allied to the 
question of prison discipline and organization. 

29. There are, in this Presidency, about 23,000 persons of unsound 
mind if the proportion of lunatics to the general population is approxi- 
matively the same in India as in Europe, ^amely, one to 1,000. I am 
not enabled to state what per-centage of insane persons urgently requires 
supervision and restraint. It would, of course, be idle at present to 
contemplate tt.e application of Europoan principles of treatment to tho 
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E. ^, ~ ~ 

JAILS. ^^^ ^^ insane persons in this country. We are very far from that. 

The expenditure involved in such a project would far exceed any means 
at the command of Government. If we assume, however, that only one 
in ten of this unfortunate class is a perfectly helpless idiot, or a danger- 
ous maniac, without any provision for his sustenyice, protection, and 
control, on the part of the relatives or other charitable persons, then 
the Government would lie under an obligation to provide places of 
habitation and restraint for 2,300 persons. 

Let us see how far this obligation has been recognized and acted on, 

30. The public provision for insane persons in this Presidency is, 
as far as I can learn at this moment, as follows : — 

(1). The Asylum at Madras, with accommodation for forty-six 
persons of both sexes and aU conditions. 

(2). The so-called Idiot Asylum at the Monegar Choultrj^ 
containing about eighty individuals. 

(3). An Asylum at Vizagapatam, in a hired house, for twenty 
persons. 

(4). A similar establishment at Trichinopoly, in some old 
Government building. 

(5). In the District Jails, accommodation afforded to seventeen 
lunatics, 

(6)- At the General Hospital at Madras, occasional accommoda- 
tion for European Lunatics. — I conceive, however, that others are not 
excluded, for I recently saw a native lunatic lying in the corner of a 
dark shed attached to that estabUshrfient in charge of some one. 

31. The provision systematically made by the State for lunatics, 
is thus for 183 out of a general estimated total of 23,000, and a 
presumable destitute or dangerous class of 2,300. 

32. If we ttim from the number of persons to the nature of the 
accommodation and treatment, there is not much reason for satisfaction. 
All that is good in the existing Asylums, depends on the intelligence 
and benevolence of those who direct them. The Government has no 
share in it ; it only votes a little money— that is all. 

33. The Lunatic Asylum is a collection of very humble buildings 
— ^I had almost said hovels — scrupulously clean, in which the patients 
are managed with the utmost humanity and solicitude, by an estimable 
East Indian Director. But the Asylum has no bath-rooms, no infirmary, 
no padded cells for frantic patients, and no department for the 
convalescent ; no space walled in for recreation or exercise ; no place of 
labor ; no place of instruction ; no division in the grounds for the 
separation of the sexe3, so that the male and female patients are walked 
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out alternately in gangs to take the air, the former twice, the latter once E. 
a day. The Government have paid for many years a high rent for this JAJLS. 
place. It cannot be improved, because it is not State property. 

84. The Idiot Asylum at the Monegar Choultry is not properly 
termed an Idiot Asylum ; for clamorous and fretful lunatics of the 
milder sort are mixed up with the idiots. The sexes are divided, and 
that is the only division. The men on their side, and the women on 
their side, are penned up, each in their respective common room 
at night, with what results may be conceived ; however, there are night 
latrines, to which they can repair if they please. They are unlocked 
in the morning. The women sit together all day, and mope or chatter 
in the verandah or in the sun ; the men make some attempts at ordinary, 
and even at skilled, labor. The dietary is good, and the discipline 
humane. This establishment, even inits primitiveshape,reflectscredit on 
Dr. vanSomeren, the Visiting Physician, and on the Warders, by whoin 
it is controlled. It cannot be seen without sympathy and approval. 

35. Nothing is known here of the Asylums at Vizagapatam and 
Trichinopoly, if such they may be called. The District Jails and the 
General Hospital are not fit places for the confinement of lunatics. It 
is obvious that their presence must be embarrassing to the authorities 
of these establishments, and that no proper system can be carried out 
for the separate lodging and treatment of the insane. Insane criminals 
should be placed in an appropriate department of a General Lunatic 
Asylum. They are often refused at the presentLunatic Asylum of Madras^ 
for want of room. The only justification for the reception of lunatics at 
the General Hospital is to be found in the reflection, that there is jiot 
fitting accommodation at the Lunatic Asylum for Insane Europeans of 
the superior class, and that space is often wanting there for East Indians 
or for Natives of the lower orders. If they were not received at the 
General Hospital, they would be abandoned in the streets. 

36. The facts which I here submit to the Council are not dis- 
coveries. They are well known to the Council, and have often engaged 
its attention. The evils complained of have been debated, and reme- 
dies have been designed. There are reports and plans of remote and 
recent date ; but nothing has been done — nothing effectual will, per- 
haps, ever be done until some small beginning is set on foot. Adopting, 
as my basis, the judicious letter addressed by Dr. Shaw, the Inspector 
General of Hospitals, to the Chief Secretary, under date March 24th, 
1864, I would suggest that Government should call for plans for 
a Lunatic Asylum of a very modest character, calculated to accommodate 
200 persons, but susceptible of eventual expansion, and place it on the 
Governnient estate called Locock's Gardens. The Idiot Asylum might 
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E, remain where it is for the present, in connection with the Mon^gttr 
JAILS. Choultry, but it should be restricted to idiots properly so called, aind 
be relieved from the disturbing association of lunatics. 

37. If the design which I here advocate be carried out, ample pro- 
vision would be made for the reception and treatment of all the lunatic 
criminals in the Presidency ; better accommodation and discipline would 
be provided for the lunatics of the capital and the adjoining Provinces ; 
and the General Hospital would be relieved of the care of European 
Lunatics of the superior class. The expenditure of Rupees 20,000 in 
the present year would eflTect little in a work which would probably 
cost about Rupees 1,50,000, but the Government would stand committed 
to the prosecution of an indispensable undertaking.

2. In reply, I am to say that, as from paragraphs 27 and 28 of His 
Lordship's Minute, it would appear that the immediate necessities of 
the case during 1866-67 would be met by an additional grant of one 
lakh for Jails, and Bupees 20,000 for a Lunatic Asylum at Madras, or 
Rupees 1,20,000 in all, the Governor General in Council, having regard 
to the representations brought forward in respect to the urgency of 
making a commencement in this matter, agrees to the case being met 
by an extra grant, and authorizes an additional Public Works Budget 
Grant to Madras for 1866-67 to that extent, on the understanding that 
the estimates for the works to which it is to be applied are sanctioned 
by competent authority. A telegram to this eflfect^^as despatched on 
the 23rd instant. 

3. I am at the same time to notice that the statement made in 
paragraph 27 of the Minute, regarding a letter of the Sth March 1865 
On the subject of Jail accommodation, not having been admowiedged 
by the Government of India, seems to have been founded on a mis- 
apprehension, since the communiieation on this subject. No. 1,760, 
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datefd 9th December 1865, was duly replied to by my telegram of the E. 
12fli Januaiy 1866, and my letter, No. 130 C, dated 7th February 1866. JAILS. 

4, "With reference to the remark made in the concluding portion of

Jail at Vellore. 

4. Plans and Estimates for a new Lunatic Asylum at Madras 
were called for in G. O. No. 1,103, dated 11th April 1866, and the 
Superintending Engineer of the 4th Division will be requested to re- 
port, in compliance with a Memorandum from this office. No. 277, dated 
19th September 1866, what progress has been made with the prepara- 
tion of those documents. 

6. The Governor in Council is particularly anxious that the 
additional allotments sanctioned and contemplated in these Orders 
should be fully utilized ; and, as this result can be obtained only by 
the prompt submission of the plans and estimates, and by the speedy 
commencement and vigorous prosecution of the several works. His 
Lordship confidently looks for the hearty co-operation of the Superin- 
tending Engineers, and for the unremitting exertions of the Officers 
who may be placed in executive charge. 

6. Arrangements have already been made for the location of con- 
victs for employment on the Jail at Cannanore, and as the Govern- 
ment are desirous that, in the construction of all the new Jails, convict 
labor should be utilized to the fullest extent to which that description 
of labor can be employed, in order to reduce the cost of those buildings 
as much as possible, the Inspector General of Jails will be requested 
to detach all available convicts for employment on the new Central 
Jail at Vellore and the District Jail at Calicut. The Superintending 
Engineers of the 4th and 7th Divisions will take immediate measures 
for locating the men on the sites of those buildings, and for employing 
them in the preparation of materials, as well as in the actual exe- 
cution of the works. In connection with this subject, the Super- 
intending Engineers wiU give their particular attention to provid- 
ing suitable accommodation for the Police force engaged in guarding 
the several gangs of convicts employed. The lodging of the Police 
and Convicts must be completely provided for before any other work 
is undertaken, and the charge for this item will be exclusive of the 

Proceedings of Government, estimate for the Jail buildings. The Superin-

7. The construction of the Central Jails at Rajahmundry and 
Coimbatore, upon which the outlay up to the 31st July last amounted 
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to Rupees 3,811, and 1^,628, against the Budget assignments of Rupees E. 
43,679 and 50,000, respectively, should be pushed on as rapidly as JAILS, 
possible, and, in the event of additional allotments of funds being 
required for those buildings during the current oflScial year, they will 
be placed at the disposal of the Superintending Engineers concerned 
from savings on the General Grant for Public Works. 



Minute by His Excellency the Governor. 

1. In paragraph 27 of a Minute communicated by me to Govern- 
ment, under date of the 10th of July last, I adverted to a letter from 

the Chief Secretary to this Government, to 
• Note.— By a clerical error xi« . xxi./^ x/»tj« 

March was printed in 'the ^'^^ Secretary to the Government of India' 

Minute instead of Decemher. ^nder date of December^ 9th, 1865, soliciting a 
special grant of two lakhs for Jail buildings, and I stated that the letter 
in question had not received any reply from the Supreme Government. 

2. In a letter from the Secretary to the Government of India, 
Public Works Department, to the Secretary to the Government of 
Madras, Public Works Department, dated August 31st, the above state- 
ment has been corrected, and Lieutenant-Colonel Dickens has recorded 
that the above-mentioned letter of the Madras Government was duly 
replied to, first by a telegram of the 12th of January 1866, and, 
secondly,by letter No. 130 C, dated the 7th of February of the same year- 

3. The statement of the Secretary to the Government of India, 
Public Works Department, being perfectly correct, I have to express 
my regret that I should have committed the inaccuracy referred to, and 
that I should have imputed to the Government of India an omission 
which did not occur. 

4. In making the erroneous statement in question, without re- 
ference to documents, I had, no doubt, in my mind the letter addressed 
by the Secretary of the Department of Public Works in Madras, to the 
Secretary for the same Department in the Government of India, No. 
406, under date of February 1st, 1866, accompanying the Madras 
Budget of Public Works for 1866-67, in which, among other matters^ 
Colonel Orr urged, in paragraph 13, the pressing necessity of an extra- 
ordinary appropriation for the improvement and development of Jail 
accommodation, and in which he suggested, with reference to Mr. 
Secretary Bayley's letter, dated Simla, June 23rd, 1864, that the Su- 
preme Government should add to the general assignment for the Public 
Works of this Presidency the sum of at least four lakhs of Bupees, to 
be exclusively expended in the construction of new Jails. 
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E. 5. To this letter from the Secretary for the Department of 

JAILS. Public Works a reply was received, under date of March 27th, 1866, 
No. 344f A., containing the orders passed on the Madras Public Works 
Budget Estimate ; but while several of the questions submitted by 
Colonel Orr were fully commented on, it was merely stated, with re- 
ference to paragraphs 1 1, 1 2, and 13 of Colonel Orr's letter, that they 
would be answered separately, 

6. The promised reply to paragraphs U, 12, and 13, subsequently 
reached the Government of Madras, embodied in a letter under date 
of May 26th, addressed by the Secretary to the Government of India, 
Public Works Department, to the Secretary for the same Department 
in this Presidency ; but while paragraphs 11 and 12 were duly noticed, 
no specific reference was made to paragraph 13 of Colonel Orr's letter, 
and the whole question of improved* and increased Jail accommoda- 
tion, so earnestly urged by this Government, was passed over in 
silence. 

7. The silence of the Secretary to the Government of India, Pub- 
lic Works Department, was alluded to, by the desire of this Govern- 
ment, in the letter addressed to that Officer by Colonel Orr; under date 
of July 12th, 1866, and it was to this incident that I ought to have 
referred in my Minute prepared about the same time. 

8. In recording a rectification of my mistake, it is not in the 
least my desire to enter upon any controversy, or to impute to the 
Supreme Government any indifference to the wishes expressed by this 
Government in regard to the question of prison development and 
reform. I wish, on the contrary, to avail myself of this occasion to ex- 
press my gratitude for the additional grant of Rupees 1,20,000, which 
the Supreme Government have recently made with a view to the 
prosecution of Jail buildings in this Presidency, and the commencement 
of a Lunatic Asylum. The amount is not a large one, but in conse- 
quence of the prevailing scarcity the calls on the Supreme Government 
for extraordinary disbursetaents both for Bengal and Madras have 
been incessant and irresistible. Under these circumstances, the sum 
referred to might be ill-afforded, and, in conjunction with other available 
funds, it can be made highly instrumental in advancing the work 
which we have at heart, now more than ever urgent on account of the 
increase of crime caused by famine and high prices. 

d. I request that a copy of this Minute may be imparted to tiie 

Supreme Government.

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The following is a brief explanation of the tenure called Circar 
Pauttum, 

The Circar or Government was considered the sole Jenmie, Merassi- 
holder, or landlord of these lands. The Ryots in possession of these 
lands held them of the Circar, just as the tenants of an ^ordinary 
Jenmie or Merassidar hold lands of him. 

Many serious disadvantages attached to this tenure in consequence 
of its character. The Circar was supposed to have the absolute domi- 
nion of a landlord over these lands, limited only by its own considera- 
tions of self interest. It seems that the Circar was not bound to respect 
possession. It was thought that the lands could, in some cases, be 
resumed at the Circar*s pleasure, though this was not often done in 
practice. Circar Pauttum lands could not be legally sold by one Ryot 
to another, for the reason that he was a simple tenant, and could not 
act as a proprietor. If a sale were nevertheless effected, it was 
deemed invalid, and the Circar had the right to ignore the transaction 
altogether. When a sale was executed, it was done clandestinely, and 
in a most circuitous manner, involving an infraction of the truth at 
almost every step. As Circar Pauttum land could not be legally sold, 
such land was no security for the tax payable on it. When the tax 
on such land had to be levied by coercive process, the land could not 
of course be brought to sale, but the Circar had to seek out other pro- 
perty of the defaulter, and on failure, the demand had to be remitted. 
As sales were illegal, mortgages were also equally so, and thus the 
tenant was*unable to borrow capital on the security of his Pauttum land, 
though such capital were required for the improvement of those very 
lands. The pernicious principle involved was carried out by refusal to 
accept Pauttum lands as security for public servants, for public contracts, 
&c. Nor could Pauttum lands be sold by the Civil Courts of the 
country in execution of decrees. The judgment creditor was not, there- 
fore, at liberty to regard the Pauttum lands in the possession of his 
debtor, as assets available for the satisfaction of just debts. The 
Circar steadily refused to assent to any action on the part of the 
tenant, such as was calculated to give him any pecuniary interest in 
the Pauttum lands forming his holding. This was earned so far, that 
if a ryot asked to be permitted to spend capital in improving his lands, 
the Circar told him that he might do so if he liked, but that theCir*^ 
car would not recognize the improvement, or respect any claim to conse-- 
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quent pecuniary interest in the property. Following out the system, 
no price, or a mere nominal price, was paid by the Circar for Pauttum 
lands resumed for public purposes, such as for roads, canals, and 
public buildings. 

It is easy to see how adverse such a state of things must have 
been to the permanent improvement of this important class of lands.

Notification issued by His Highness the Maha Rajah, relative to 
interportal arrangements : — 

" Whereas it has been found expedient to revise, in communi- 
cation with the British Indian Government, and the Cochin Circar, the 
system of duties hitherto levied on the trade of Travancore, it is notified 
that from and after the 20th Vycausy 1040,(lst of June 1865,) no customs 
duties on account of this Circar will be levied on goods imported by 
land, sea, or backwater into Travancore, and being the produce and 
manufacture of British India or of the territories of the Cochin State^ 
excepting on 

Tobacco raw and manufactured, 
Salt, 
Opium, 
Spirits, 
which will be treated as heretofore. 

" The British Indian and Cochin Governments will also give up 
their customs duties on all goods imported by land, sea, or backwater 
into Travancore firom their territories. The British Indian Government 
will permit Bombay salt to be exported to Travancore on the same 
terms as to the British Provinces, such as Malabar and Canara. 

" On imported goods other than those which are the produce or 
manufacture of British India, or the territories of the Cochin State, the 
Travancore Government will levy the British Indian rates of duty, 
except when they shall have already paid duty to British India or the 
Cochin State, in which case they will be exempted from duty. 

** The duty that this Government will levy on goods exported from 
Travancore will be ten per cent, on timber ; fifteen Rupees per candy of 
500 English lbs. on pepper and betel-nut ; and five per cent, on all 
other goods. But Tinnevelly cloths exported from Travancore to British 
Jndia or to Circar Cochin will be free. And also only a limited number 
clvi 
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of commodities will be liable to export duty at the Chowkies of Ramas- 
warem Cotah, Bagavathy Cotah, and Eddapully ; the said commodities 
being notified from time to time. 

" Neither the British Indian Government, nor the Cochin State 
will levy any duty on goods imported into their territories from 
Travancore, whether by land, sea, or backwater, and whether the pro- 
duce and manufacture of Travancore or foreign goods, which have 
already paid import duty to this State, excepting 
Salt, 
Opium, 
Spirits. 

This Circar will not tax Coimbatore or other British Indian produce 
passing through the Travancore backwater to British Cochin or to the 
Cochin State, nor tax the produce'of the territories of the Cochin Circar 
directly proceeding through Travancore to British Cochin, or to some 
other part of the territories of the Cochin State itself 

" The British Indian Tariff of valuations will supersede the Tariffs 
hitherto in force in the Chowkies of this Circar."

The ceremony of laying the first stone for the foundation of the 
new Government Offices took place last evening, at half past 5 o'clock. 

At 5 o'clock precisely. His Highness the Maha Rajah arrived, 
followed by His Highness the First Prince and the two junior Princes. 
His Highness the Maha Rajah was received by the British Resident, 
and His Highness the First Prince by the Assistant Resident, the 
troops paying due honors, and the Band playing " God save the King." 

Every thing being announced ready. His H^hness rose and pro- 
ceeded to the spot where the stone was to be laid, accompanied by the 
Resident and others. 

At His Highness' desire, the Dewan then read the following ad- 
dress in His Highness' name : — 

" The occasion which has drawn us together here is one of great 
importance. For a long time the want of suitable public offices has 
been felt in regard to almost all departments of the Government, and 
happily the finances of the State are in a condition to enable it to 
supply this long standing want. 
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TRAVAN- " It is proposed to erect one large edifice, so as to have under one 

CORE. j.QQf all the principal departments of the Government at the capital* 

" The position for these offices has been selected with great care. 
It is centrical, airy, and adjoins a main thoroughfare. 

" We have had before us the plan of the proposed buildings. The 
skill and good taste of the Engineer, Mr. Barton, are conspicuous in 
the general design, and also in the details to suit the requirements of 
the several departments ; and I have every confidence that his prac- 
tical energy will bring this important undertaking to a successful 
conclusion at as early a period as possible. 

" The offices will be commodious, substantial, and handsome, with- 
out extravagant ornament. While they are calculated to answer 
highly useful purposes in facilitating the administration, by promo- 
ting punctuality, order, and despatch of business, they will largely con- 
tribute to raise the character of the capital of the Tra van core State in 
its architectural aspect. 

" For so large an undertaking it is intended to procure from 
Europe a steam engine,, and several important mechanical appliances ; 
and these aids to manual labor, while greatly contributing to facilitate 
. the work, will have the beneficial effect of demonstrating the advance- 
ment made in mechanical ingenuity in the western world, and of 
encouraging progress in this direction, which is much needed in • 
Travancore. 

" It is gratifying to me to be enabled to press forward improve- 
ments in various directions. < It is true that no limits can be assigned 
to our progress, and it can never be given to any ruler, however power- 
ful or favored, to say that he has done every thing for his subjects. 
On the contrary, what a single ruler can possibly do in a life of 
incessant activity, must form but a small fraction of what may be due 
to the country. The lifetime of an individual is but as a day in the 
lifetime of a nation. Yet, it is no less our duty to exert our utmost 
energies to prove useful in our generation. 

*' Secure under the 86gis of the British Queen from external vio- 
lence, it is our pleasant, and, if rightly understood, by no means diffi- 
cult task, to develope prosperity and to multiply the triumphs of peace 
in our territories. 

" Nor are the Native States left to pursue this task in the dark, 
alone, and unaided. It is not necessary for them to try system after 
system, principle after principle, to undergo long xind anxious trials, 
to pass through the pains and penalties of a succession of failures, with 
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a view to the determination of the best conditions of progressive hap- rpj^^y^jj, 
piness. The Native Princes have but to cast their eyes abroad, and the coke. 
results of the long and checkered experience of nations, as well as of 
the speculations of the profoundest thinkers, are ready to hand. 

*' More immediately they have the advantage of the enlightened 
guidance of the British Government itself. Looking at that Govern- 
ment as a reflex of the British nation, it is undoubtedly true that it is 
actuated by the noblest philanthrophy, that it sincerely wishes for the 
greatest happiness of the greatest portion of the globe. Of course 
small States, like the Native States of India, come under the beneficial 
influence of that comprehensive feeling as much as great countries, 
and hence we may rest assured that we cannot establish a stronger 
claim to the sympathy and support of that great Government, than 
by a f\ill conception, and a steady performance of the duty of securing 
the greatest happiness of those whose welfare is in our hands. 

" It would no longer do for Native Princes to remain in profound 
ignorance of what passes around, to care little about their subjects, 
and to concentrate their attention upon selfish enjoyments. The 
notion that the State is made but for the personal happiness of the 
sovereign is quite obsolete in this age. 

" These are mere commonplaces in the view of the European 
part of the community I have the pleasure of addressing ; but they 
require to be expressed, repeated, and enforced, till they come to be 
regarded as commonplaces by all Native States. 

" Such being my views, I am prepared to do all that lies in my 
power towards makiug Travan core an honorable example of Native 
good Government, and in this endeavour I trust to have the hearty 
co-operation of all parties. 

" I must take this opportunity to impress one important truth 
on my native subjects, and this is that the realization of our hopes 
depends, not in a great measure, but entirely, upon their advance- 
ment in moral and intellectual culture. If knowledge is power in 
individuals, it is equally a source of power to communities. It is 
kpowjedge that now chiefly constitutes the difference between one 
nation and another. The supremacy of violence and fraud has 
almost wholly passed away ; it has at least passed away so far as the 
ordinary affairs of civilized communities are concerned. Beason and 
justice have succeeded. An enlightened public law, generally re- 
cognized and respected, ensures security and consideration to com- 
munities irrespective of their extent, wealth, or power. Hence, there 
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is nothing upon which the position and happiness of a community so 
much depend as upon its dwn knowledge, as manifested in knowing 
and maintaining its own rights, in respecting those of others, and, 
generally, in making itself as happy as possible, consistently with the 
happiness of other communities. 

" What is required then, is that education should permeate all the 
parts of this community. The higher classes, who have the necessary 
means and leisure, should study generally what it is that constitutes 
the happiness of a community, and what the means are by which 
that happiness is best secured. They should learn, in particular, what 
the true sources of national wealth are, and the way to improve those 
sources. In the pursuit of such enquiries, they must cast off all pre- 
judices, and follow reason to those great practical principles, which are 
the boast of the more advanced of the European Aations. The science 
of legislation is also full of practical interest, and deserving of study, 
inasmuch as it shows what the foundation of laws should be, what 
institutions should be discouraged, and what fostered and improved. 

" Minds thus fortified are alone capable in these days, of claiming 
a share in the management of public affairs of the highest order. It 
is only such minds that are at all capable of sustaining the respecta- 
bility of a State in the view of the enlightened public. And I must add, 
that the vigor, if not the vitality of Native States, largely depends 
upon the number of such minds that are brought to bear upon the 
administration. 

" The bulk of the people, too, should advance in knowledge suited 
to their position. They must know every thing about their own 
country, and something about other countries. Unless communities are 
able to compare themselves with others better advanced, there will be 
little improvement. It is such comparison that creates a wholesome 
discontent with a state of stagnation, and inspires a desire for pro- 
gress. It is that which enables a community to form for itself, by 
degrees, an ideal of perfection, to be kept constantly before it, reced- 
ing as it is approached, and ensuring incessant progress, which is the 
law of all healthy communities. 

" The facilities for such comparison on the spot will not be 
wanting. Travancore is no longer a secluded comer of India. The 
broad ocean on the one side, and the alpine forests on the other, 
which used to complete its isolation, are now operating just in the 
opposite direction ; they are only inviting foreign capital and ioreigil 
enterprise. The natives of the country in general should learn to profii 
clx. 
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by these great and irresistible phenomena. The preliminary step travax- 
for this is to cast off those erroneous notions, which have indeed been core. 
generated and fostered by long insulation, but which are incompa- 
tible with the association of races. Let each by all means enjoy 
to the fullest extent possible the freedom of thought and action, let 
each have his own views on all subjects, but let none interfere with 
another's liberty of the same nature. 

" Turning now to the immediate object of our meeting, I proceed 
to lay the first foundation stone of the public offices. In doing so, 
I fervently implore the blessing of Almighty God. May He ever guide, 
with His boundless wisdom, those who are to administer the affairs of 
the country in these buildings."
